How Far Should a Doctor Go? 


One of the common questions I am 
asked is that which comes from doc- 
tors as to ethics involved in keeping 
monster babies alive or of keeping old, 
old people alive when they have 
passed the days of comprehension and 
have become senile. 

Recently The Times of London re- 
ported an address by Dr. R. C. Morti- 
mer, Anglican bishop of Exeter, that 
has much common sense and spiritual 
depth. 

When the British Medical Associ- 
ation held its 128th annual meeting at 
Torquay, late in June, an _ official 
Church of England service was held 
for the Association. At this service the 
bishop told a crowded congregation of 
doctors that it was in general the 
Christian view that while there was 
a moral obligation to maintain the 
life of very old persons by all ordinary 
means, there was no obligation to use 
extraordinary means. 

“Extraordinary means which involve 
very great expense, inconvenience, or 
hardship,” he said, “and which at the 
same time offer no reasonable expecta- 
tion either of success or of benefit. 

“In the case of the very old whose 
faculties have failed or are failing, 
even ordinary means of preserving life 
have little hope of retarding the ad- 
vance of senility, and their success in 
retarding death confers little benefit or 
happiness. Nevertheless, to deprive 
such patients of food and drink and 
simple medicines would be in effect to 
cause their death, such ordinary means 
of prolonging life must be in all cases 
employed. 

“But there does not seem to be any 
moral obligation to employ extraordi- 
Rary means in such cases. To subject 
very old people to the acute discomfort 
of a serious operation or of feeding 
by intravenous drip would seem to be 
morally wrong.” 

Such means should be used only 
where there are reasonable hope of re- 
covery or where some benefit or hap- 
piness was conferred on the patient. 

“In other words, in this field of 
medicine there seems to be some truth 
in the old couplet, ‘Thou shalt not 
kill, but needst not strive officiously to 
keep alive.’ ” 

Dr. Mortimer 
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also. said, “The 


Church has no doubt that euthanasia 
would in face be murder, although 
there are some good Christians and 
churchmen who dissent. I believe that 
doctors for the most part are ex- 
tremely reluctant to have any such 
authority and dreadful responsibility 
thrust upon them. 

“They believe that whether it be re- 
stricted to the express request of a pa- 


-tient or not, it would have a fatal effect 


on the relationship of trust that now 
exists between patients and their doc- 
tors. And it would drastically change 
the ethos of our hospitals and par- 
ticularly those hospitals which care 
chiefly for the very old. ... 

“While it is the duty of the doctor 
according to his Hippocratic oath to 
save life, it is also his duty to use 
every possible means to alleviate pain. 
In performing this duty it is often his 
duty to administer drugs in ever in- 
creasing quantity. There is no doubt 
that in doing so he shortens the life of 
his patient and finally ends it. 

“Nevertheless, he does not fail in 
his duty, and is not disloyal to his 
oath if his immediate and direct object 
in administering the drugs is not the 
death of his patient but the alleviation 
of his suffering, and that makes all the 
difference.” 

The difficult moral issue of “should 
a doctor tell?” invariably cropped up 
in discussions between clergy and doc- 
tors. Many patients and their relatives 
did not want to be told the truth, and 
it was also important to sustain the 
patient’s will to live. 

“Nevertheless, it is the opinion of 
many of the clergy that by and large

doctors tend to conceal the truth to an 
unnecessary and unjustifiable extent, 
and by doing so they make the work 
of the clergy in preparing people to 
meet death unnecessarily difficult.” 

It is good to have such a sane, and 
I believe, Christian presentation of the 


ethics of these problems. It is possible 
to extend them to cases of monster- 
births. If a mongoloid child, for ex- 
ample, does not have instinct to take 
milk from a bottle, there is no com- 
pulsion upon the doctor to prescribe 
forced feeding for the child. When it 
can be seen that there is no hope for 
sensible survival in a child it may be 
allowed to die as it would have died 
before 20th century medicine had dis- 
covered methods of prolonging its 
senseless existence. 

Each doctor must decide each case 
on its own merits. Each Christian 
must always recognize that he is an- 
swerable to God in every decision of 
life, whether in or out of his profes- 
sion. Since the fruit of the Spirit is 
“love ... gentleness . . . goodness .. .” 
(Gal. 5:22), the doctor will have to 
decide when it is loving, gentle and 
good to withhold those extraordinary 
means of prolonging life by which 
great burdens would be put on rela- 
tives, or on the patient himself. 

Let us thank God for the great num- 
ber of Christian doctors and nurses, 
and surround them in our prayers as 
they minister in the name of Christ. 
We can be thankful that Christ said, 
“They that are sick need a physician, 
(Matt. 9:12), and that in His wisdom 
and goodness He has called many to 
follow Him in this kindly occupation.

Goethe Had Gone 
to the Wrong Book 


One of the great minds of recent 
centuries was Goethe, a tormented 
soul who never came to peace with 
God. Matthew Arnold, in one of 
his most striking poems (Memorial 
Verses), represents Goethe as turning 
from the vain strife of his age, after 
having exposed its weaknesses, and 
proclaiming to his contemporaries as 
their last resort—‘Art still has truth, 
take refuge there.” 

But at the end of his life what did 
Goethe have to say? William James, 
in his “Varieties of Religious Experi- 
ence,” quotes Goethe writing at the 
end of his life, “I will say nothing 
against the course of my existence. 
But at bottom it has been nothing but 
pain and burden, and I can affirm that 
during the whole of my 75 years, I 
have not had four weeks of well-being. 
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It is but the perpetual rolling of 
rock that must be raised up again for 
ever.” 

He rolled his rock, but he did not 
roll it in the right direction. David had 
given us the secret, “Cast your burden 
on the Lord, and He will sustain you” 
(Ps. 55:22). Peter enlarged upon this, 
“Casting all your anxieties upon Him, 
for he cares about you” (I Pet. 5:7), 
Paul knew what it was to live in the 
peace that passes all understanding 
(Phil. 4:7), and at the end of his life 
he was able to say, “I have fought the 
good fight, I have finished the race, | 
have kept the faith” (II Tim. 4:7). 

Goethe had gone to the wrong book. 
He had trusted in “Art,” and had read 
the Odyssey. There he found Sisyphus, 
son of Aeolus, tormented in Hades, 
having eternally to roll a rock up a 
hill, from the top of which it always 
rolled down again. 

If He had only gone to the Word of 
God he would have found the Bearer of 
all burdens, Jesus Christ, and would 
have learned the delight of knowing 
that the burden of sin was taken for- 
ever at the cross and that the anxieties 
of life were taken in the very moment 
in which they pressed in upon us most 
heavily. 

Goethe had what the world calls 
succgss. He had it in the field of the 
intellect where it is more difficult to 
gain the crown of success than it is in 
the field of material treasures. But the 
success which he achieved did not sat- 
isfy his heart. God has created man- 
kind in such a way that nothing can 
satisfy except that which is received 
through Jesus Christ. Carlyle under- 
stood this and, writing of Cromwell, 
said, “What of Eternal Light that was 
in a man and his life, is with very 
great exactness added to the Eternities; 
remains for ever a new divine portion 
of the sum of things; and no owl’s 
voice, this way or that, in the least 
avails in the matter.” The One who 
took our burdens is the One who will 
say, “Well done!”

The reason so many believers are frus- 
trated is that they are trying to move ina 
direction other than that of the purpose of 
God for their lives. What does God desire 
for each believer? The life of each be- 
liever, regardless of his position or calling, 
should center around the continual asser- 
tion of our present, unconditional, absolute 
and eternal salvation through the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

Thus, dead unto sin and alive 
unto God, we can walk in the Spirit and 
not fulfil the desires of the flesh.

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ARLY THIS YEAR the United States Air Force 
printed a training manual for non-commissioned 
officers in the Air Reserves. It would never have 
achieved publicity if it had not contained the follow- 
ing section on “subversion:” 

“Does any sizable group of Americans ever fall for 
the Communist line, you may ask? Unfortunately, the 
answer is ‘Yes.’ On 3 June 1959, an editorial appeared 
in a large daily newspaper which first of all provided 
the background information before proceeding to the 
main point of the editorial. . . .” After quoting the 
editorial’s account of the murder of 30 million people 
by the Communists in China, the manual continues: 

“The editorial then went on to recount the fact that 
the governing body of a prominent Protestant church 


group had just called for ‘mutual understanding’ with 
Red China, and had urged that the Peiping regime be 
recognized by the United States and admitted to the 
United Nations. The editorial concluded: ‘It makes us 
wonder what kind of dream-world wishful thinking 
dominates the General Assembly of the 

Church.’ ... 

“The implications of this editorial are clear—Com- 
munists and Communist fellow-travellers and sympa- 
thizers have successfully infiltrated into our churches, 
The foregoing is not an isolated example, by any 
means; it is known that even the pastors of certain of 
our churches are card-carrying Communists! The ex- 
tent of Communistic activities in religious groups is 
further detailed below.

The Manual clearly inferred that even the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible, since its translators 
were apparently infiltrated by Communist sympa- 
° thizers, was suspect. 


THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 


The editors of Eternity have been asked about these 
charges. We decided that the only way to treat the 
question was to go to the sources and make an in- 
vestigation. We approached the public relations de- 
partment of the National Council of Churches and 
were immediately told that they would welcome any 
kind of objective investigation. If we wished to send a 
trained researcher to their offices, they would open up 
their files, grant any interviews, answer any questions. 
We accepted this offer and sent Contributing Editor 
Walter R. Martin, to do a thorough investigation. Martin 
then traveled to Washington, D.C., to interview Fulton 
Lewis, Jr., officials of the Air Force, the House Com- 
/™ mittee on Un-American Activities, and the Senate 

Committee on Internal Security and investigate the 
facts from their respective files. Martin was told to get 
the facts. If the N.C.C. was at fault, he should say so; 
if the Air Force Manual was wrong, that also should 
be acknowledged. 
Knowing that there are people in religious life in 
America who distort truth, who pick half a sentence 
out of an article and make it mean the opposite of 
what the writer meant it to mean, we wish to make 
ertain disclaimers from the outset. This article is not 

defense of anybody. This article does not deal with 
heology nor the theological beliefs of any man. This 
m article is concerned primarily with the truth or falsity 
of the charges made in the Air Force Manual. 

The method we propose is that of contrast. We will 
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compare the various charges of the manual with the 
facts which we have uncovered by our research. 

The manual issued January 4, 1960 says, “it is 
known that even the pastors of certain of our churches 
are card-carrying Communists!” 

The fact is that the Communist party abolished its 
membership cards at least ten years ago. This has been 
established in the Hiss trial and on other occasions. 
Whether or not one or more pastors are Communists 
is another question. Most certainly they are not card- 
carrying Communists. There are no cards. 

The General Secretary of the National Council of 
Churches, Dr. Roy G. Ross, issued a public statement 
on March 7, 1960, saying in part: “From its very first 
moment of existence in December of 1950, when the 
denominations constituted this agency to witness to 
their unity in Christ and to conduct their cooperative 
work, the National Council of Churches has never had 
a communist party member or sympathizer among its 
officers or staff or its executives. . . . Every one of 
them resists by conviction and by virtue of his pro- 
fessional activity the attempts of communism to in- 
filtrate and undermine a free society both in America 
and other nations of the world. I defy anyone to offer 
proof to the contrary. Since the Council was formed, 
literally thousands of clergymen and laity have 
participated actively in the work of the Council’s nu- 
merous departments and committees, including the 
members of the Revised Standard Bible Committee. We 
know of no one of these thousands who has com- 
munistic leanings, and certainly none has ever been 
proved to have such leanings.” j 

No government agency has questioned the veracity 
of Ross’ statement. 

Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, president of the National 
Council of Churches, was attacked by a well known 
radio commentator. Dr. Dahlberg privately answered 
those who wrote him about it. He replied: “I have no 
Communistic sympathies, have never had any connec- 
tion with the Communist party, and have never signed 
a petition which I knew to be sponsored by a Com- 
munist front group. . . . I would not knowingly lend my 
support to any group which was an agency of the 
Communist party, since I am fully aware of the fact 
that Communism has as its ultimate aim the crushing 
of all our liberties. I did sign some petitions during 
the war period when Russia and the United States 
were military allies and during the 30’s when as Amer- 
icans generally we were not so alert to subversive 
Communistic activities as we are now. But I repeat, I 
have never signed a petition in behalf of a Communist 
front organization when I knew it to be such.” 

It should be remembered that President Eisenhower 
revealed that he had been a member of many groups 














which were cooperating with Russia in the days when 
our two nations were military allies. I remember see- 
ing a picture of Franklin D. Roosevelt arm in arm 
with Stalin, with the caption that the United States 
had just agreed to furnish Russia with a billion dollars 
worth of material to fight our common enemy, Naziism. 

Any man who digs into the rosters of these organi- 
zations dating from 1933 when Roosevelt first gave 
American recognition to the Communist regime in 
Russia till the coming of the cold war and accuses 
those who signed of Communist leanings must be 
classified as prejudiced, and the reason for his preju- 
dice is probably something quite different from the 
issue at hand. 


PHILBRICK’S TESTIMONY 


The Air Force Manual makes much of a quotation 
from Herbert A. Philbrick, author of 1 Led Three 
Lives, for nine years an undercover agent for the FBI. 
This author stated: “We are losing the fight with Com- 
munism . . . There are more names of ministers than 
any other profession on the list of Communist sup- 
porters in this country. . . . Protest this to your religious 
leaders. . . . If their name is on the list, demand that 
they withdraw it or kick them out of your church or- 
ganization.” 

But Martin in an interview with an investigator of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, ob- 
tained documentation that Philbrick, under oath, could 
not identify one clergyman in his nine year association 
as a top-level member of the Communist party as hav- 
ing had membership in that party. 

Louis Budenz, a known former Communist, did 
identify under oath two clergymen as having been 
Communists—William Howard Melish, Jr., and Harry 
F. Ward. The Protestant Episcopal Church dealt with 
its clergyman, Melish, and destituted him from his 
office. 

Harry F. Ward, according to the Air Force Manual 
was “long a recognized leader in the National Council 
of Churches.” The truth is that Ward never has been 
related to the N.C.C. as an officer or employee nor 
even as a consultant to any department or commission 
connected with the N.C.C. Back in 1912, he was 
briefly an advisory associate to the old Federal Council’s 
Commission on Social Service. But he held this minor 
advisory post on a minor commission for only twelve 
months almost 50 years ago. 

Regarding his Communist connections, Ward, who 
is now 87 years old, denied them and asked to deny 
them under oath before the Congressional committee. 
But he was never called. 

E. Stanley Jones, who according to the manual “is 





considered in the circles of the National Council of 
Churches to be one of the outstanding Christian mis- 
sionaries,” is accused of pro-Communist statements in 
a book, “The Choice Before Us” published in 1937. 

The Air Force Manual repeatedly brings the N.C.C, 
under criticism and carefully steers away from men- 
tioning denominations. Jones, a Methodist, however, 
has no connection with the N.C.C. and even if he had 
been pro-Communist, the N.C.C. would have abso- 
lutely no authority or power to deal with him. 

Actually, Jones’ book is primarily a comparison of 
Communism and Fascism. Jones admits that Com- 
munism is theoretically superior to Fascism, but he 
urges Americans to reject both in favor of Christianity, 
Statements such as “Communism is anti-God” or “I 
cannot swallow Communism with its dogmatic atheism, 
its denial of liberty, its economic determinism, its ma- 
terialism and its class war and compulsions” or “Some 
day the inner need of Communism will be laid bare” 
don’t sound like the mouthings of a fellow traveler. 

Jones may be wrong in his idealism of Kingdom-of- 
God Christianity, but he certainly is no Communist nor 
even slightly pink.

COMMUNISTS AMONG CLERGY 


The one case in which a Presbyterian minister ad- 
mitted membership in the Communist party, that of 
Claude Williams of Detroit, was met with judgment, 
and the Detroit Presbytery deposed him from the min- 
istry. This case is not mentioned in the Air Force 
Manual. 

Obviously, we cannot expect all of the 250,000 
Protestant clergymen in the United States to be lily- 
white, morally, politically or theologically. One 
drunken priest does not condemn the Roman clergy, 
one Baptist convict does not indict all Baptists, one 
super-fundamentalist vilifier does not negate funda- 
mental truth. Certainly it is possible for Communist 
agents and fellow travelers to infilitrate the ministry. 
Personally I am amazed that there have not been 
more. Philbrick’s testimony that he could not identify 
even one in nine years’ association with the Com- 
munist Party comes as a refreshing surprise. And this 
is all the more surprising as the Air Force Manual 
cited Philbrick expressly inferring what Philbrick un- 
der oath denied. 

This naturally brings up the question; where did the 
writers of the Air Force Manual get their informa- 
tion? They publish as sources for their statements a 
bibliography of eight titles, five of which are books 
and three of which are pamphlets. Only the pamphlets 
discuss the problem of Communist infiltration of 
churches. Two of the three pamphlets, significantly, 
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come from the pen of an ultra-fundamentalist, Billy 
James Hargis, who has consistently attacked the the- 
ology and political views of the National Council of 
Churches. 

The manual quotes a news dispatch in which Dr. 
John A. Mackay, then president of Princeton Theolog- 
ical Seminary, spoke of the fact that the multitudes of 
believing Christians in China in North Korea are sep- 
arated from our fellowship and support, and suggested 
that the United States should recognize the de facto 
government of Red China. 

Now I know Dr. Mackay personally, and I know 
that he is as opposed to Communism as anyone. I 
disagree with him on the value of the recognition of 
Red China, but that is not the issue. Hargis takes this 
political opinion of Mackay and twists it into the ac- 
cusation that Mackay is an apologist for Communism. 
This is as though I took the fact that Hargis is from 
Oklahoma and attempted to parlay it into proof that 
he thereby was the hero of “Grapes of Wrath.” 

The tragic fact is that the Air Force Manual dig- 
nified the undocumented slanders of this pamphlet- 
eer by taking these slanders and quoting them as 
alleged proof of Dr. Mackay’s supposed sympathy for 
Communism. 

Was Hargis really interested in Communism in the 
churches? His history would seem to indicate that he 
would have quoted any name and attached slander to 
it, if that name was in any wise associated with the 
National Council of Churches. His pamphlet, “Apostate 
Clergymen Battle for God-hating Communist China,” 
proves this beyond question. 

The Air Force Manual writer also drew heavily 
upon the pamphlet, “30 of the 95 Men Who Gave Us 
the Revised Standard Version,” a slick tract put out by 
“Circuit Riders, Inc.” 

The “Circuit Riders” is an organization of Methodist 
laymen. Recently in the following statement it was to- 
tally repudiated by the General Conference of the 
Methodist Church: 

“We regret that any Methodist contribute either 
money or leadership to such organizations as Circuit 
Riders Inc., which utilize the ‘guilt by association’ and 
fellow traveler’ approaches as they stir up unjustified 
suspicion and develop unfounded fears. We direct at- 
tention to our general rule concerning ‘uncharitable or 
unprofitable conversation particularly speaking evil of 
Magistrates and ministers.’ 

“We call upon any organization which has charges 
or accusations to make against any Methodist to make 
them through our church courts so that a jury of peers 
of the accused may judge the truth or falsity of the 
accusation.” 

What is the true story on the “30 of the 95 Men” 
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who were supposedly connected with the Revised 
Standard Version? This is important because it is the 
core of the charges leveled in the Air Force Manual. 

A complete job of research has been done on the 91 
(not 95) men who had anything to do with the prepa- 
ration of the R.S.V. We have checked each point of 
the research and have found it accurate. There were 
32 translators; seven administrators, officers of the In- 
ternational Council of Religious Education, whose job 
was to find finances for the work, and who had nothing 
to do with the translation; and 52 advisors who were 
appointed by cooperating denominations to an ad- 
visory board. This board received tentative drafts of 
the translation and could make suggestions. Actually, 
few ever took advantage of the opportunity, none of 
them ever attended a committee meeting, and none 
bears any responsibility for the final decisions. 

Of the 30 persons named in the attacking pamphlet, 
only 13 were on the translation committee, one of 
whom was dead when the translation was completed in 
1952. The remaining 17 of the 30 had no final re- 
sponsibility for the translation: two of the 17 were 
administrators and the other 15 were on the advisory 
board. 

We are back at the old game of taking the names of 
men who belonged to organizations at the time when 
the United States was an open and avowed ally of the 
U.S.S.R., and accusing them of Communism because 
they (like Eisenhower, Chief Justice Charles E. 
Hughes, and half the leaders of the American nation) 
were members of organizations which were con- 
sidered a means of consolidating the friendly relations 
between the allies. 


RSV TRANSLATORS 


We cannot take the space here to run down the de- 
tailed proof that these 13 were no more than members 
of these friendship organizations. We will quote the 
refutation made by two of them. The Chairman of the 
Committee, Dr. Luther Weigle of Yale, has stated pub- 
licly that of the six organizations to which the pam- 
phiet charges he was related, he has never heard of 
two and was not related to any of the six. 

Dr. W. Russell Bowie, a Protestant Episcopal theo- 
logian, mentioned as a fellow traveler in the Air Force 
Manual, has made the following statement: “I have 
never been and never could be a Communist. I 
abominate utterly the subjugation of men’s minds and 
spirit which Communism or any other totalitarian 
ideology represents. I have never taken part, nor would 
I take part, in any movement which I had reason to 
believe would strengthen the Communist cause.” The

Your vacation has ended, and it’s “back to the salt-mines again.” 


S THE wWoRK I do for a living only a sort of necessary 
] evil, or is it an integral part of my Christian life? 

Inevitably a Christian comes to this question, 
though perhaps in a somewhat confused form, as soon 
as he refuses to limit Christ to Sundays. For he sees 
that spiritual life is not a compartment in life. It is 
meant to be a whole new life, including within itself all 
partial aspects. It is meant to be an “abundant” life 
(John 10:10). “Whatever you do, in word or deed, do 
everything in the name of the Lord Jesus,” Paul tells 
us (Col. 3:17), and this is an ideal of the Christian 
life. But can it be applied to the way in which we earn 
a living? 

“Full time” Christian workers may find this ideal 
easy to apply, or at least so it often seems to us who 
are on the outside. They spend their working hours in 
study, preaching, counseling, or other work directly 
related to the gospel. It seems easy to see the spiritual 
import of their work; their jobs blend in with their own 
spiritual life. But what of the factory worker, the 
mathematics teacher, the small-town dentist? Is there 
a spiritual meaning in their day-to-day work, or are

their working hours simply lost from what is of eternal 
value? 

We commonly use three methods in trying to im- 
port some spiritual meaning into our everyday secular 
work. 

(1) I call the first one the “transmutation” method. 
Here a worker thinks of his work as being trans- 
muted into money, and returned to him once a month. 
Part of this money he gives to Christian enterprises, 
where it is again transformed into work, supporting a 
pastor or missionary. Thus the spiritual significance of 
the original secular work is in the financial support it 
gives to someone else’s Christian work. 

(2) Next comes the “expenses” method, similar to 
the first. The worker feels that the really important 
part of his life (or at least of his ‘Christian life) is the 
Sunday school class he teaches, or the Thursday even- 
ings he spends helping at the mission. But he cannot do 
these things without eating or wearing clothes. That's 
where his other work comes in. His secular job pays 
the expenses of his life, so that he can carry on some 
really spiritual work in the time that is left. And that 
expense-paying function is the spiritual meaning of 
his secular work. 

(3) The third method is that of “opportunities.” 
Secular work throws the Christian together with others 
who do not share his faith in Christ. Inherent in that 
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situation are the Christian’s opportunities to witness 
for his Lord. And it is in these opportunities that the 
real meaning of his work is found. 

I do not wish to criticize these methods. It is surely 
true that every Christian ought to contribute part of 
his income to the spreading of the gospel, that he 
ought to witness personally about his Lord, and that he 
ought to share as much as possible in the work of the 
church. But these three methods, even taken together, 
do not go nearly far enough in making secular work a 
part of spiritual life. For the spiritual significance re- 
mains concentrated in the paycheck, or in the lunch 
hour when I witness to my fellow workers. The actual 
doing of the job itself is left untouched. The work re- 
mains barren, endured only as a means to something 
else. In itself it is not consecrated to God, though the 
money may be. 

I believe that a principle more far-reaching than 
these is found in the New Testament. “Whatever your 
task, work heartily, as serving the Lord and not men” 
(Col. 3:23). “. . . rendering service with a good will as 
to the Lord and not to men, knowing that whatever 
good any one does, he will receive the same again 
from the Lord, whether he is a slave or free” (Eph. 6: 
7, 8). Ordinary work, menial work, even the work of 
a slave is to be considered a service which is rendered 
to God. 

But how can this be? In what sense can a man who 
loads trucks at a cannery really think of his work as a 
holy service to God? And what of the professor of 
engineering, the optometrist, the stenographer? I am 
not content that they shall merely repeat the words in 
the morning, but that they shall believe them in a 
way that will light up their whole working day. But is 
it not often hard to believe that things so far from what 
we have usually considered spiritual concerns can 
really be consecrated as services to God? 


GOD’S GIFTS 


The answer, I think, will lie along some such lines 
as these. We must learn to see our own work (and 
help our fellow Christian to see his work) as one of 
God’s good gifts to the world. If I can believe that the 
fruits which come out of my labor are in fact gifts 
which God has wished to give to the world, then it 
will not be so hard to consecrate the work itself to 
Him. 

And is it not true? Is not God constantly doing 
good to the world, and this not only in purely “spir- 
itual” ways? He is one who makes our hearts rejoice 
with food and gladness. (See Acts 14:17 and Psalms 
145:15, 16.) He is the maker and giver of every good 
aspect of the life of man, including the physical, the 
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mental, the emotional, etc. And He gives to man the 
things that feed and sustain those aspects. There is an 
almost infinite variety in the gifts of God. 

These gifts, moreover, are given to the world in 
many ways. He gives us warmth and light by means of 
the sun, water by means of the rain, etc. But some of 
God’s gifts are given by other means, including the ac- 
tion of men. For example, how does God generally 
give the knowledge of the gospel to men? Plainly the 
usual way is by the servant of God who preaches the 
gospel. God gives us prophets and apostles and mis- 
sionaries, and thus He gives us the knowledge of His 
word. These men may then consecrate their work to 
God, and do it as unto Him, simply because they real- 
ize that their work is His gift to the world. They are 
doing the work of God. 

Is it not the same with the other gifts of God? He 
gives food to the world, but not simply by means of 
the sun and rain. It is also by the farmer’s skill and 
the cannery worker’s sweat that He does it. Their work 
is one of His gifts to the world. 


SERVICE TO GOD 


If a Christian can see his own work in this light it 
will not be so hard to believe that it can be done “as 
to the Lord.” When I can say, “My work is one of the 
good things which God gives to men,” then I can con- 
secrate the actual doing of the work itself, not only 
my use of the check. The very activity of my work be- 
comes a part of my spiritual life. I serve God directly 
even in the physical activity. , 

Many sorts of work can be thought of in this way. 
The woodcutter can say, “Through me God gives to a 
family warmth and cheer.” The dentist may say, 
“Through me God gives health and freedom from 
pain.” Many of our jobs are, of course, concerned with 
only a small part of the final product. The factory 
worker who inserts only a single component on the as- 
sembly line will, I suppose, see his work in the light of 
the finished product. “Through me (and many others) 
God gives to the world dependable transportation.” 
This doesn’t solve all the psychological problems which 
are generated by the modern fragmentation of work, 
but it does provide a way of still seeing it as a service 
to God. 

However, there will remain certain sorts of work 
which cannot be thought of in this way. For example, 
an advertising man may recognize that his particular 
job does nothing else but make people want what they 
do not need and what will do them no good when they 
get it. Once he has recognized this he will then be un- 
able sincerely to consecrate that work to God. He can

The Bible way 
to a 


Nuccessiul 
Marriage

Whether you’re a prospective 

bride or groom, whether you’re 
celebrating your Golden Anniversary, or 
whether you’re somewhere in between— 
it’s never too late 

to start climbing the scriptural 

steps to marital happiness. 


ECAUSE MAN was made in the image of God, he is 
B a trinity. Man has a body, is a soul and has a 
spirit; man has God-consciousness. If any one of the 
parts is deficient, man wobbles like a three-legged 
stool with one leg short. 

Some people marry body with body; she is a blonde 
and he is tall, tan and terrific. So the pinup girl and 
the collar-ad boy get married. But the glamor wears 
off and the marriage ends in the divorce court. That is 
the result of marriage based solely on physical attrac- 
tion. Other marriages have a little more to go on. 
They are based on physical attraction plus common 
social or intellectual interests. These last longer, 
especially if children are there to help cement them. 
But true marriage is a union of body, mind and spirit. 

Since marriage is not only physical, but also spiritual, 
the secrets to making marriage work are found in Scrip- 
ture. 

Here is the Word of God: “Wives, be subject to 
your own husbands, as to the Lord” (Eph. 5:22). 
Every prospective wife must ask herself the question, 
“Is he the kind of man whom I could obey? Can he be 
as Jesus Christ to me?” In other words, a girl who is 
considering a certain fellow to be her husband knows 
herself to be out of God’s will if he cannot be as Jesus 
Christ to her. He may have a good personality and 
physical attributes which are extremely pleasing to her 
senses; he may have a brilliant mind and the prospect 
of a good career. But if the spiritual quotient is miss- 
ing, these qualities cannot balance her marriage; the 
stool has only two legs. 

Some time ago a member of my staff was about to 
be married. Half in jest and half in earnest I asked her, 
“Are you going to have the word ‘obey’ in your mar- 
riage ceremony?” 

She replied, “Of course I am.” 

I asked her why, thinking she would say that it was 
the scriptural thing to do. She did so reply, but added, 
“Dr. Barnhouse, if I did not have the word ‘obey’ in 
the wedding ceremony, I would be placing myself on 
public record as marrying a man whom I could not 
respect, whom I could not obey, and who could not be 
to me as the Lord Jesus Christ.” She had the real 
spirit of the question which this verse implies. 

Many modern women do not like the idea of being 
subject to a man because they do not know the inner 
meaning of the command, “Be subject.” Both the 
Greek and Latin words carry the idea of throwing one- 
self under, as a foundation, as an assistant, or to use 
the biblical phrase concerning our first parents, “a 
helper fit for him” (Gen. 2:18, 20). 

Every Christian young woman contemplating mar- 
riage should ask herself, “Do I choose to be married in 
order to be pampered, to be a clinging vine, so that 
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everything may revolve around me? Or am I willing to 
be a true helper, fit for my husband, to share his 
problems, to encourage his spirit, to be his strength as 
God gives me grace?” 

God says, “Neither was man created for woman, 
but woman for man” (I Cor. 11:9). This is not a de- 
meaning position, however, for this same chapter tells 
us that as the man is the head of the woman, so Christ 
is the head of the man, and God the Father is the head 
of Christ. Surely no woman should take offense at 
this. 


WHO’S SUPERIOR? 


Everyone knows that a woman is infinitely superior 
to a man—at being a woman; and a man is infinitely 
superior to a woman—at being a man. A mannish 
woman, however, or a womanish man, is shameful 
(I Cor. 11:14). Wives, you were created for your 
husbands, and the three-legged stool will wobble unless 
the woman is willing to be trimmed by God to balance 
the man. Phillips, in his paraphrase of Ephesians 5, 
says, “Wives, adapt yourselves to your husbands.” You 
cry, “But isn’t this unfair?” No, for the Word of God 
tells you that the woman was created for the man. 
Why? Because it pleased God to do it that way—and 
what is more, every good woman wants it that way. 
When a woman willingly accepts the place God meant 
for her she can enter into true joy, but she can never 
know that joy if she shrinks from being what God 
meant her to be. 

I have known cases in which the wife has said to 
her husband, “Leave your work at the office; don’t 
bring those troubles home to me.” Such a remark re- 
veals complete lack of understanding of her husband’s 
needs, and of her God-given privileges. 

This attitude may pass in the world, but it is sin for 
a believing wife. The Christian wife is happiest when 
the interests of her entire life are those of her husband: 
his work, his problems. While he is fighting the battles 
of life at his job, she should be supporting him in spirit 
while she works at home. If you cannot have this at- 
titude toward the man you are considering as a hus- 
band, don’t marry him. She is not to be to him a mere 
brush fire giving off some warmth but moving in too 
Many outside activities; rather the Christian wife is to 
be a hearth fire radiating the warmth of love and 
tenderness, where a man may find asylum from the cold 
world in which he works. Because she is the center of 
the home, he is strengthened to go on in the work 
that God has given him to do. Such a wife renders the 
highest service to her Lord. 

God also has certain commands for the husband. 
The first command is, “Husbands, love your wives, as 
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Christ loved the church and gave himself up for her” 
(Eph. 5:25). With what kind of love do you love 
your wife? Is it a love that seeks to understand her na- 
ture and needs—quite different from. yours? Is it a 
self-sacrificial love? Are you willing never to order 
her? “But,” you say, “I thought she was to obey me!” 
True, but it is to be as Christ is with us: “He drew me 
with the cords of love and thus He bound me to Him.” 
For the husband is to love the wife “as Christ loved 
the church and gave himself up for her.” 

Not only is the husband to love his wife, he is to 
be her shield and intercessor, not her critic. Ephesians 
5:26, 27 says that Christ gave himself for the church, 
“that he might sanctify her, having cleansed her by the 
washing of water with the word, that the church 
might be presented before him in splendor . . . that she 
might be holy and without blemish.” 

From my observation of the way some husbands 
treat their wives in public, I would never know that 
these verses were in the Bible. Such men seem to de- 
light in their wives’ blemishes and shortcomings, rather 
than covering them with the love of Christ. I do not 
admire a husband who criticizes his wife or seems to 
hold her up to ridicule. Although this may be the way 
of the world, the man who professes to know the Lord 
Jesus Christ is to use words that will sanctify, not con- 
down; words which will build up, not tear down; 
words that will cause others to see that he considers 
his wife to be the most glorious gift*that God has 
given him. 


HUSBAND’S RESPONSIBILITY 


Next, God says, “Husbands should love their wives 
as their own bodies. He who loves his wife loves him- 
self. For no man ever hates his own flesh, but nour- 
ishes and cherishes it, as Christ does the church” 
(Eph. 5:28, 29). There is an interesting play on the 
words “love” and “hate.” The Bible is saying that 
when we undermine our wives by criticism, we are ac- 
tually giving testimony that love has died, that hatred 
lives. 

In the parallel passage, Colossians 3:19, God says, 
“Husbands, love your wives and do not be harsh with 
them.” Here the Bible uses the Greek word which 
means “to be piercing, sharp,” which bring to mind 
our modern idiom, “to make a cutting remark.” Thus 
God emphasizes that the true husband, like the Lord 
Jesus Christ with the church, will speak words that 
heal and do not hurt. He is showing again that the 
prime factor in any successful marriage must be total 
commitment to Jesus Christ and to one another. 

Every young man who is contemplating marriage 
should study the implications of these passages and 
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ask himself, “Can I be all this to the girl of my choice? 
Am I willing to give her myself and not substitute 
things for myself? When I learn what faults she has 
(in common with all human beings), am I willing to 
cover them in love with God’s help, rather than ad- 
vertise my embarrassment by publicly criticizing her? 
Am I willing to be patient, to nourish and cherish her 
as God would have me do?” If you are not—don’t 
marry her! 

In his first epistle, Peter discusses the relationship 
between man and wife in language similar to that of 
Paul: “Likewise you husbands, live considerately with 
your wives, bestowing honor on the woman as the 
weaker sex, since you are joint heirs of the grace of 
life, in order that your prayers may not be hindered” 
(I Pet. 3:7). The Greek word translated “consider- 
ately” is composed of two words meaning respectively 
“to live at home” and “with.” It brings to mind an- 
other great problem which causes disturbances in do- 
mestic relations, especially among men who allow 
themselves to be so overburdened by their professional 
duties that they have no time for their families. I can 
well understand how this can be, since I myself be- 
come entangled with complex schedules. 

If true fellowship is to be maintained, for the good 
of his home, of his children, and of his wife, the man 
must set aside time each day to spend with his family. A 
wife has many strengths, but in a scriptural marriage 
they are derived from fellowship with her husband. 

A married couple sat before me in tears, their home 
was about to be broken. After the wife told her side of 
the story, the man burst out, “But I can’t see why you 
are not happy! I bought you a car and a mink coat, 
and have opened charge accounts for you in all the big 
stores and paid the bills without a word of complaint!” 

She looked at him for a moment and said, “Yes, 
John. You have given me everything but yourself.” 

A woman needs to be told that you love her. Say it 
with flowers, say it with small gifts, say it occasionally 
with a dish rag, but above all “say it with words.” 


HEIRS TOGETHER 


God tells us that a man and woman who really love 
the Lord have the high privilege of being “heirs to- 
gether of the grace of life;” or, as the Revised Stand- 
ard Version puts it, “joint heirs” (I Pet. 3:7). “To- 
gether” indicates fellowship, sharing; and this God de- 
sires between wife and husband—not merely sharing 
problems and unpleasant things that may come, but 
the sharing of God’s blessing in every situation. Im- 
plicit in this verse is the thought that if a home is to 
know God’s blessing, the partners in it must spend 
time each day in Bible reading and prayer together. 
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When should this begin? Whenever I talk to young 
people I tell them, “Friendship is the prelude to court- 
ship; courtship is the prelude to marriage, and some- 
where along the line you must pray together. Before 
starting out on a date you should bow your heads 
together and pray, ‘O Lord, keep our relation- 
ship as You would have it, for we know that You love 
us and are with us.’ If you cannot do this, something 
is wrong with your date.” The couple who do not pray 
together until they are married miss a great blessing. If 
they do not pray together at all, they cannot have full 
spiritual oneness. 

A woman once came to me for advice. Her home 
was on the point of breaking up. She said, “When | 
met him he seemed very nice; we went to church be- 
fore we were married, and I took it for granted that 
he was born again; but I was pretty far from the Lord 
in those days. In many ways he is a wonderful man. 
Some time after our baby was born, it became very 
ill, and one night the doctor said, ‘I cannot promise you 
that the child will live until morning.’ I said to my hus- 
band, ‘Let us pray for our baby.’ But he answered, 
‘Oh, you do the praying! I’m going out for some cig- 
arettes.’ I felt as though he had stabbed me; then I 
realized that although our bodies and minds were 
united, we had never been married in spirit. We had 
never prayed together.” 

At first thought, this may not seem important. You 
may say, “We pray separately, isn’t that enough?” 
Certainly you are to continue individual private devo- 
tions, but the point here is that since you are heirs to- 
gether of God’s grace, you should pray together. My 
ministry has taught me that the first difficulty between 
many husbands and wives is their inability to com- 
municate with one another. Many times I have heard a 
woman say, “John doesn’t understand me”; or the 
husband says, “Mary just does not appreciate my prob- 
lems.” 

This may be all too true. Because of lack of ap- 
preciation for each other’s problems, there is distress, 
there is tension. But if together they can discuss their 
problems with the Lord, before they know it, God’s 
Spirit gives them appreciation for one another. In the 
glow of this fellowship there is freedom of speech not 
only in prayer to the Heavenly Father but in true com- 
panionship between husband and wife. Thus, on the 
basis of mutual understanding bathed in the love of 
Christ, a strength is given to a believing husband and 
wife for their daily tasks, which couples of the world 
can never know. God shows the close correlation be- 
tween spiritual blessing and domestic harmony when 
he adds, “. . . live considerately . . . bestowing honor 

. in order that your prayers may not be hindered”

THE BEATITUDES—II 


Blessed Are the Poor in Spirit

What does it mean? Who does it include? Where may it be found? 


HE SERMON on the Mount lays a general founda- 
T tion on which the whole fabric of Christianity may 
be built. This is vital Christianity presented not just as 
a system of belief but as a pattern of holy living. Here 
is the manifesto of the Kingdom. 

But what characterizes those who are in this King- 
dom? What is the first distinguishing mark? 

The answer is poverty of spirit. “Blessed are the 
poor in spirit, for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 
This is the first step towards blessedness. No one will 
ever be really happy without being poor in spirit. The 
citizenship papers of the Kingdom of our Lord are 
held only by those who have this disposition of heart. 

In this, Christianity is absolutely original. The an- 
cient world of pagan morality knew nothing of this 
spirit. Indeed, the entire language of Rome has no 
word for humility. Nor does any writer of Greece 
employ a word for humility before the Christian era. 
The New Testament writers had literally to coin a new 
vocabulary in order to express the wonders of Chris-

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tian faith and morality. Such graces as poverty of spirit, 
sorrow Over sin, submissiveness and meekness, would 
have found no answering echo in the hearts and minds 
of ancient philosophers and teachers. Such wisdom 
was ever hid from the wisdom of the world. Yet our 
Lord here declares authoritatively that no one will 
ever enter into the Kingdom of Heaven who is not poor 
in spirit and who does not possess all other graces that 
flow from this initial inclination of heart. 

One of the basic needs of the church today is a 
clear understanding of the essential difference be- 
tween the Christian and the non-Christian. The dis- 
tinctions have become blurred because we have lost 
sight of the divine originality of the words of our Lord. 
When He declares that the first step into His Kingdom 
is the obtaining of poverty of spirit, He is stating some- 
thing totally contrary to the mind and disposition of 
men. At every period of human history there has been 
a Utopian idealism which has blandly assumed a nat- 
ural and fundamental goodness in man and thereby a 
condition of life for which man might well be proud. 
But against this our Lord is adamant. “Blessed are the 
poor in spirit, for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 

Obviously, then, the first Beatitude is not concerned 
with material poverty. There are those, of course, who 
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give this interpretation. They say that the Beatitude 
should read: “Blessed ‘n spirit are the poor.” They 
find justification for sucii a view in the words of Paul 
that “the love of money is the root of all evil.” They 
note also that in the parallel passage in Luke, the 
reading is simply: “Blessed are ye poor” and there is 
no mention of being “poor in spirit.” 

But this is far too superficial a reading of the words 
of Jesus Christ. He is not dealing here with things 
financial. He is laying the spiritual foundations of His 
Kingdom. And entrace into the Kingdom of Heaven is 
not by mere deprivation of worldly goods. No! It is a 
condition of heart to which our Lord refers. A man 
can be very poor without being poor in spirit. Indeed, 
one often finds the spirit of self-reliance and self- 
confidence, the spirit of pride and spiritual arrogance, 
as much among the so-called poor as among the rich. 
Poverty is no guarantee of spirituality. We must look 
deeper, far more deeply indeed, if we are to discover 
the true significance of our Savior’s teaching. 

Who then are “the poor in spirit”? It is a vital ques- 
tion, for very wonderful promises are given to them. 
“Theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.” They and they 
alone are the blessed ones. If any man is to enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven, he must discover and pre- 
serve this grace. What is it? Where may it be found? 


CONTRITENESS OF HEART 


First of all, the essence of poverty of spirit is broken- 
ness and contriteness of heart. 

Here, all true Christian experience begins. It is the 
absolute opposite of a self-assertive and self-sufficient 
disposition. “This is the man,” writes John Wesley, 
“who has come to know himself. He is convinced of 
sin and to him God hath given that first repentance 
which is previous to faith in Christ. This man is con- 
vinced that he is spiritually poor indeed; having no 
spiritual good abiding in him. He sees so clearly the 
leprosy of sin and the evil tempers which spring from 
that evil root—the pride and haughtiness of spirit, the 
constant bias to think of himself more highly than he 
ought to think, the vanity after the esteem that cometh 
from men, the inbred enmity against God and man and 
the love of the world, the foolish and hurtful desires, 
which cleave to his inmost soul.” In other words, pov- 
erty of spirit is the beginning to see oneself as God 
sees us; and this is the kind of vision that really makes 
a man abhor himself. 

When Isaiah entered into the temple and saw the 
vision of the Lord high and lifted up, he cried: “Woe 
is me! for I am undone; for I am a man of unclean lips 
and I dwell in the midst of a people of unclean lips: 
for mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of Hosts.” 


After Simon Peter had evidenced the miraculous 
draught of fishes, he fell down before his Lord and 
cried: “Depart from me; for I am a sinful man, 0 
Lord.” This is poverty of spirit. This is brokenness and 
contriteness of heart, only found when a man comes 
face to face with God. It is the vision of the burning 
bliss and blessedness of a holy God revealing the utter 
corruptness and emptiness of the human heart. It is the 
work of the Holy Spirit making man to see his abso- 
lute impotence to work out his own salvation. The man 
who is poor in spirit is a man who has come to an end 
of himself. He sees that not only has he no assets but 
he is terribly and desperately in debt. Pride and self- 
reliance and personal confidence disappear. He stands 
alone before God and acknowledges that in himself he 
has nothing and is nothing. 


LARGENESS OF LIFE 


This is poverty of spirit. And how very wonder- 
fully some of the great hymns of the faith express this! 


“Nothing in my hand I bring; 
Simply to Thy cross I cling; 
Naked, come to Thee for dress; 
Helpless, look to Thee for grace; 
Foul, I to the fountain fly; 

Wash me, Saviour, or I die.” 


So Augustus Toplady writes, giving just the right 
words to the soul that has become conscious of its 
poverty and is prepared to take the place of a beggar 
and ready to receive divine charity. Charlotte Elliott 
also has left us a verse that many a destitute heart has 
employed when turning God-wards: 


“Just as I am—poor, wretched, blind; 
Sight, riches, healing of the mind, 
Yea, all I need, in Thee to find, 

O Lamb of God, I come!” 


All this is poverty of spirit. It is the realization that 
God is holy and I am unholy. It is the recognition that 
the essence of sin is pride and that because of such 
pride the heart is rotten at its very core. 

It is when we begin to see ourselves like this, the 
first step has been taken towards salvation, towards a 
salvation which is “without money and without price.” 
No one ever finds the Kingdom who does not know 
this grace. Christ can only fill the heart which has first 
been emptied of self. We must die if we would live. 

Secondly, the reward of poverty of spirit is the large- 
ness of the life of the Kingdom of Heaven. 

The salvation Christ offers is a salvation for sinners 
only; but, wonder of wonders, it places such sinners 
within the family of God and names them sons of God. 

What is the Kingdom of Heaven? Let Paul be our 
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teacher. “The Kingdom of Heaven is not meat and 
drink but righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost.” It is into this Kingdom that the poor in spirit 
enter. Christ’s Kingdom is not of this world, does not 
conform to the conventions and standards and codes of 
this world. No, His Kingdom is a spiritual Kingdom 
and in it are to be found all the largeness of life of 
heaven itself, all the powers and all the glories and all 
the miracles of fellowship with the Father, and with 
the Son and with the Holy Ghost. 

The Kingdom of Heaven is righteousness. This is 
the life of God within the soul of man. It is the mind 
which was in Christ Jesus. It is the image of God 
stamped upon the heart and renewed after the image 
of Christ who created it. The poor in spirit exchange 
the rags of their unrighteousness for the robe of the 
righteousness of Christ. His blood and righteousness 
become their beauty and their glorious dress. 

And the Kingdom of Heaven is also peace. It is 
“peace through the blood of the cross,” the “peace of 
God which passeth all understanding,” the unutterable 
repose of heart from which all fear has gone. _ 

The Kingdom of Heaven is also joy in the Holy 
Ghost. “The Spirit witnesseth with our spirit that we 
are the children of God: and if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ.” “The 
fruit of the spirit is joy.” And in all this we see the 
amazing answer of God to the soul that seeks Him 
earnestly in the way of His appointments. All God’s 
fullness floods into the emptiness of the penitent heart. 
All heaven surrounds the life that has made the great 
surrender. The blessedness of the largeness of the life 
of the Kingdom of Heaven is already opened in the 
soul. The river of life which flows out of the throne of 
God and of the Lamb renews and refreshes every ave- 
nue of the redeemed personality. This is the reward 
which poverty of spirit obtains. It is nothing else than 
the fullness of the life of God Himself. 


EXPRESSED IN LOWLINESS 

Thirdly, poverty of spirit has as its living expression 
the lowliness of true holiness. 

The closer a man walks with Christ the more clearly 
are seen the marks of true humility and lowliness of 
heart. This is the spirit of self-denial. True self-denial 
is a turning from all self-assurance, all self-confidence, 
all self-pride, all self-will, all self-culture and care. It is 
the deliberate acceptance of Calvary as a life-pattern. It 
is a commitment to the principle of living which our 
Lord outlines when He says: “Except a corn of wheat 
fall into the ground and die, it abideth alone: but if it 
die it bringeth forth much fruit.” 

Poverty of spirit is a foundational grace which 
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alone prepares for the Kingdom of Heaven. But at 
the same time it is a hallmark of those who are within 
the Kingdom and who are expressing the spirit of the 
Kingdom on the earth. 

This is one of the surest marks therefore of sancti- 
fication. A holy life will always be marked by poverty 
of spirit. This of course is one of the hardest things for 
us to learn. The devil tempts at every level. Before 
conversion he tempts and tries to dissuade from be- 
lieving in the Son of God. After conversion he tries to 
persuade to turn away from Christ and to live the 
Christian life in the strength of one’s own unaided 
powers. But how tragic results flow from that kind of 
conduct. The only safe place for a disciple of Christ 
is low at his Master’s feet. 


“Lower still lower, down at Thy cross, 
All the world’s treasures counting but loss: 
Down at Thy feet, blessed Master I fall, 
Lower still lower, Christ all in all.” 


Too often in this generation have we suffered from 
personality cults within the church. Too often are min- 
isters of God commended by media of modern adver- 
tising which are totally unchristian. “We preach not 
ourselves,” cries Paul, “but Jesus Christ the Lord.” 
When Paul came to Corinth he tells us that he came 
in “weakness, fear and much trembling.” Though he 
himself had tremendous natural gifts on which he 
might well have relied, he did not do so. Rather, he 
turned from these things on which he might have 
prided himself and hid himself within the glory of his 
Master and Lord. 

This is holiness. The greatest in the Kingdom are the 
least. The nearer we get to the heart of our Savior the 
less will we want prominence for ourselves. God will 
be in all our thoughts. We will covet only His glory. 
Evermore we will seek to bless others as we ourselves 
have been blessed. 

All this is poverty of spirit. And all this is blessed- 
ness. 

Finally, the ultimate end of such poverty of spirit is 
Christ-likeness. 

He, the God-man, is our perfect example. “I can do 
nothing of Myself.” And when they came to the Upper 
Room was it not He who “took a towel and began to 
wash His disciples’ feet”? The blessed life is the Christ 
life. Poverty of spirit introduces us to the life of the 
Kingdom of Heaven for it makes us share the life of 
the King of Heaven. Increasingly, therefore, and un- 
ceasingly should we not pray: 


“May the mind of Christ my Savior 
* Rule in me from day to day 
By His love and power controlling 
All I do and say.”

W: WERE TROUBLED. If the Great Commission 
meant to get the gospel to every creature, then we 
had to face the fact that the Christian Church wasn’t 
getting the job done. 

As a matter of fact, we were losing ground. Popu- 
lation was soaring; the percentage of Christians was 
decreasing. In Latin America, population had reached 
200 million; by 1970 it would be 270 million; by 1980, 
325 million. 

What bothered us was not only that we were losing 
ground but that other groups were gaining rapidly. In 
Africa, for every convert to Protestantism, two were 
being won to Roman Catholicism, five to Mohammedan- 
ism and nine to Communism. 

In the Caribbean area, Jehovah’s Witnesses had 
multiplied 12-fold in the last decade and in South 
America almost 15-fold. 

What was the matter with us? Why were these 
other groups multiplying so rapidly. 

As we studied the growth of some movements, we 
finally came to the conclusion that the secret of rapid 
growth or spontaneous expansion lay in the continuous 
witnessing of the totality of the Christian believers. 
The expansion of any group is in direct proportion to 
its success in mobilizing its total membership in con- 
stant propagation of its faith.

Strangely enough, when we had come to that con- 
clusion, we suddenly realized that we had come back 
to the New Testament pattern. The amazing growth 
of the Christian church in the first century was due 
exactly to the bold and continuous witness of all the 
believers and the resulting reproduction of both in- 
dividual Christians and Christian congregations. 

This was the secret of rapid expansion and as we 
thought and prayed about it, it seemed to us that this 
was also the key to the effective evangelization to- 
day of a continent with an exploding population. 

After that it wasn’t too hard to work out the details. 

The plan was inaugurated in Nicaragua. Sponsored 
by the Latin America Mission, the program lasted five 
months. During these months Nicaraguan Christians 
joined together to present the gospel to their country- 
men. Throughout the towns and villages of Nicaragua, 
Christians talked of little else. 

Among the activities were: (1) a history-making 
conference of leaders, which for the first time brought 
together the pastors and missionaries of all the Protes- 
tant forces for evangelistic planning and action; (2) 
a nation-wide training program that enrolled more 
than 2,000 Christians in eight to ten weeks of instruc- 
tion in the methods of evangelism; (3) initiation of a 
house-to-house visitation campaign which has already 
reached nearly 70,000 homes and distributed nearly 
100,000 Gospel portions provided by the American 
Bible Society; (4) united crusades in 14 key cities at 
which more than 120,000 people heard the gospel; and 
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In addition to the throng at the closing rally in Managua, 50,000 more Nicaraguans tuned in to broadcasts over a five-station radio hookup. 


(5) country-wide coverage through radio over gospel 
station YNOL besides additional commercial stations. 

Climaxing the five-month program was a city-shak- 
ing parade through the main streets of Nicaragua’s 
capital, Managua. There thousands of evangelicals 
marched singing in Spanish, “How Great Thou Art,” 
in an eloquent testimony of new-found vigor and zeal 
for Christ. As block after block of marchers streamed 
past before the amazed eyes of the capital’s citizenry, 
one observer exclaimed in astonishment: “There must 
be 10,000 evangelicals in that procession. I thought 
they were only an insignificant minority.” 

“That’s nothing,” his companion replied; “there will 
be 50,000 of them parading next year! You wait and 
see!” 

As one local worker stated, Nicaraguan Christians 
had accomplished in five months under the impulse of 
Evangelism-in-Depth what would normally have taken 
them ten to twenty years. They had received a new 
vision of aggressive, united, continuous evangelistic 
approach. 

And out of Nicaragua may come a strategy of 
evangelism to spark Christians all over the world in 
carrying out their duty of world-wide witness in a 
revolutionary and exploding age. 

Next on the agenda are similar efforts in Costa Rica 
(1960-1961) and Mexico (1962). Then, maybe it will 
be found that this strategy of evangelism is also God’s 
answer for the United States. 
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Following the rally, systematic house-to-house visitation began in 
proportions never seen before in that Latin American republic. 
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One way leads to academic mediocrity; another to a dilution of the faith. Is there a third alternative? 


N EDUCATIONAL institution with a Christ-centered 
A curriculum and a God-fearing faculty, each 
member of which is learned in his understanding of 
Christian theology, and highly competent in his pro- 
fessional area, is a golden dream. Would that we 
could achieve it! For what could be a greater blessing

to the Christian Church than a network of Christian 
colleges each year graduating a great number of Chris- 
tian young people who become the very salt of the 
Church in their adult years as they enter their profes- 
sions and callings and in turn bless their local church 
with their college Christian training? 

I am thoroughly in accord with the golden dream of 
a Christian college but I find its realization confronts 
every Christian college with certain very rugged di- 
lemmas. The first of these dilemmas is the dilemma of 
the constituency. Unless a person has been on the in- 
side of Christian college life he has no idea how “the 
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mystically present constituency” governs almost every 
decision. The college is almost completely dependent 
upon its constituency for its life. From its constituency 
come its students, its contributions, and general good 
will. When a choir makes a good-will tour it is at the 
mercy of the good will of the constituency. 

This relationship to the constituency is generally a 
good thing. It creates and maintains a living relation- 
ship between the Church and its educational institu- 
tions, and when this relationship is hampered or de- 
stroyed the Christian college becomes irresponsible 
with its treatment of the Christian faith. Along with 
the defection of our early colleges in America from 
the Christian faith went a breakdown of the “con- 
stituency-college” relationship. But the constituency 
also constitutes a problem. 


THE INVISIBLE CONSTITUENCY 


Seldom may a Christian college do anything; say 
anything, or teach anything which offends a large part 
of the constituency. A college administration may feel 
that a certain matter is completely justified in and of 
itself; that the college can in honor act a certain way; 
that no compromise with the Christian faith is in- 
volved. But if such action offends a major section of 
the constituency nothing is done. The dollar bills of 
the constituency form an invisible and very real fence, 
and a college administration may only effect policies 
within this fence. 

Our evangelical constituency in America, for exam- 
ple, is more or less fundamentalistic, premillennial and 
dispensational. It is not monolithically so, but at least 
this group forms a large part of the constituency of 
many of our Christian schools. If in the quest of the 
truth of revelation, in a complete dedication to the 
supremacy of Scripture over all human theologies, a 
professor would seek to challenge some important part 
of this theological synthesis, he would find the admin- 
istration checking him. For example, many of our schools 
profess to be inter- rather than non-denominational, 
and yet they are strongly dispensational. Now dispen- 
sationalism is part of no great Protestant creed, and 
therefore any school which professes to be inter- 
denominational and yet is strongly dispensational is 
doing something which is not cricket. But if a professor 
in a Christian college were to attempt a really critical 
appraisal of this situation he more than likely would 
be restrained by the “constituency.” 

In short, the almost complete reliance of the Chris- 
tian college upon its constituency is a real limitation to 
its freedom to act, its freedom to experiment with 
certain items on the campus, and the academic free- 
dom of its professors. And such a realistic limitation 
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cannot but help create and foster an unhappy educa- 
tional mediocrity. 

The most difficult dilemma is the dilemma of 
freedom-and-dilution, or restriction-and-mediocrity. 
Christian schools do not go astray all at once on one 
big bender so to speak. It is a process extended over 
many decades and is the mass accumulative effect of 
many decisions. In America we are extremely self- 
conscious of this possibility of defection within a 
Christian school. We are highly suspicious of even the 
smallest items that appear to be straws indicating the 
coming mass exodus from the Christian faith. The de- 
fection of Christian colleges from their faith is almost 
without exception—given enough time. Some of our 
most impressive schools in America today that are 
ganz und gar secular were once upon a time centers 
of evangelical faith and piety. How do we stop this 
seemingly inevitable process? Here is where the di- 
lemma faces us. 

We may write out a strong creed, put it into the 


‘charter of the college in such a way that it can never 


be changed, and vigorously enforce it. We may jeal- 
ously watch the doctrine of the board of trustees, the 
administration, and the faculty, and do the best that 
can be done to stamp this creed upon the mentality of 
every student in the school. Furthermore, whenever a 
defection of any degree is detected at any point in 
administration or faculty, it must be dealt with effi- 
ciently and immediately before it becomes a beach- 
head of heresy. New faculty members must be given a 
vigorous doctrinal quiz before accepting them. 


. 


MEDIOCRITY-BOUND 


Now such an efficient control over the college in all 
its departments will certainly make any inroads of 
heresy. very difficult, and such a vigorous policy may 
well check the usual defection of the Christian college. 
But such a policy will inevitably lead to academic 
mediocrity. Theoretically it shouldn’t, but actually it 
does. A Christian school which administers such a 
strong policy to retain its orthodoxy can only do so at 
the cost of its academic integrity. Great scholarship 
requires a certain amount of breathing space, of 
flexibility, of room to be creative. And a closely ad- 
ministered institution does not provide the proper in- 
tellectual atmosphere in which great scholarship must 
live. 

It is interesting to observe that Abraham Kuyper, 
famous for the Free University of Amsterdam—a 
school which comes as close to the ideal of the Chris- 
tian school as any—recognized this. He states very 
clearly that the truly great scholar must be given all 
the rope he needs as he follows a pathway to its end to 
















































see if it is truth or error; and the Christian school must 
play out that rope! He also makes it clear that the 
scholar must be scrupulously honest and sever his con- 
nections with the Christian school if he finds his con- 
clusions no longer in harmony with the Christian faith. 
But the rope must be played out if there is to be aca- 
demic greatness. However, when a Christian college 
keeps its faculty on short tether mediocrity is the in- 
evitable result. 

But supposing the tether is made long, what then: 
There is little question that this would eventually pro- 
duce a dilution of the faith of the college. Investiga- 
tion creates more and more possibilities for the 
equivocation of the Christian faith, and its individual 
doctrines. Only an Augustine or an Aquinas or a 
Kuyper can take the full length of the tether and come 
out the better Christian Academic freedom gyrates 
towards freedom from Christian faith. Schools which 
put the first premium on academic freedom and gave 
its faculty the long tether eventually secularized. Such 
a pathway leads to the dilution of the faith. 

It is not that schools always set out fully conscious 
to be a short-tether or a long-tether school. Some

schools certainly do; and it is remarkable how short 
some schools make the tether! Usually the dilution of 
the witness of a school is a practical matter. Every 
school which seeks some sort of accreditation must 
live in the academic world and under its pressures. A 
place on the history department is open. The admin- 
istration looks for a man. To make the case extreme 
and pointed supposing they find Dr. John Jones with a 
good doctor’s degree but with a rather confused un- 
derstanding of Christian theology; and Mr. Sam Smith 
who is working on a master’s degree at some school, 
who has limited possibilities, but is a real, genuine 
Christian. Academically Jones would be an asset to 
the school; spiritually he would be a risk. Smith will 
make a wonderful contribution to the spiritual life of 
the school, but he will not be a solid academic con- 
tribution to the school. Exactly at this point is the di- 
lemma seen sharply. Jones and academics or Smith 
and spirituality? Jones and competence or Smith and 
mediocrity? 

If there is one Jones or two Joneses on the faculty 
they may be contained, or their influence negated by 
the over-all spiritual and theological vigor of the 
school. But when the population of Joneses increases 
the situation becomeg difficult, for Jones wants only 
other Joneses to be hired! And so the process of dilu- 
tion has begun. 


ANY SOLUTION? 


Is there any realistic solution to either of these two 
dilemmas? A measure of financial independence helps 
relieve a Christian college of guiding its policies by the 
whole criterion of “what does the constituency think?” 
But perhaps this measure of financial independence is 
a more unrealistic solution! The only other possibility 
is a slow re-education of the constituency so that they 
may come to learn and appreciate what it means to be 
an academic institution, and not make unreasonable 
demands upon it, nor threaten it with the retention of 
their dollars. There are fewer things so wretchedly 
unchristian, and yet so marvelously efficient (and 
therefore employed), as bullying a Christian school 
into certain actions or policies by the bait of the dollar 
bill. 

There is no real solution to the long-tether, short- 
tether dilemma. Christian colleges can do the best in 
resolving this dilemma if they are keenly aware of 
this dilemma; if they very systematically instruct their 
board of this dilemma; and if they are willing to wait 
years for a good faculty member, and willing to spend 
money to find him. Unwillingness to wait and failure 
to spend any sums in search of a faculty member are 
the bad policies which result in poor hiring. 
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Strange, isn’t it, that the greatest of all sins 
is committed all too frequently by Christians as 
well as non-Christians.

reason to be satisfied came to me requesting a 
service which would cause me considerable incon- 
venience. Yet I promised to do it for him. 

When I stated this to him, the man quite obviously 
disbelieved me. He looked contemptuously at me and 
said very plainly that I had no intention of doing what 
Ihad promised. 

This staggered me. Since other Africans had given 
me courtesy upon courtesy such as I had no reason to 
expect, I was quite unprepared for this blunt frankness. 

_As I reiterated my promise and then moved away, 
turning the incident over in my mind, I found myself 
asking this question: “Why on earth have you such in- 
dignation? Why do you grow hot under the collar 
when an untutored villager dares to entertain a differ- 
ent opinion from your own about you, yet all the 
while the great, faithful, holy, loving God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ is disbelieved and spurned by 
thousands of His creatures every single day?” 

Then the truth flashed on me anew that the great 
cardinal and crimson sin of all sins is our contempt of 
God, in treating Him as though He cannot be relied 
upon. The words of the first hymn in the Keswick 
Hymnbook keep coming back to mind: 

“Sin of not loving Thee, 
Sin of not trusting Thee, 
Infinite sin.” 

Yes, as a great theologian said, there is something 
infinite about sin. It is the sheer audacity of my per- 
verse heart when it distrusts or calls in question the in- 
finite and holy God, the only wise God, our Savior. 
Believing or disbelieving—this is the crucial issue. In 
principle we make our important choice at our con-

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version when we decide to trust the Savior. But the 
whole Christian life is joyous and victorious only when 
we make reaffirmation of this attitude by carrying a 
happy trust into new and ever new phases of daily 
life. 

Everything in our faith runs back all the time to the 
view we hold about the character of God. How per- 
sistently Israel of old grieved God’s Holy Spirit! The 
twists and perversions of their own nature made them 
project dark shadows on the face of God. They would 
not trust Him. They disbelieved His promises. “They 
limited the Holy One of Israel” (Ps. 78:41). 

One of the great joys in reading the Gospels is to 
notice how the Savior came into His own, by the re- 
sponse of perfect and unclouded trust which His flaw- 
less character elicited from needy and desperate 
people. That was exactly what He deserved. And how 
He was made glad by it! 

Malachi talks about “robbing God.” Yes, we rob 
God when we deprive Him of the trust which is due 
from children so helpless as we are to a Father so won- 
derful and so adorable as God is. 

Let us put it to ourselves this way. Suppose I were

Leopoldville Diary: 


A missionary re-lives the exciting 
days of storm and fury in the recent 


turmoil of Congolese independence. 


NDEPENDENCE! Independence! The big word thrashed 

across the Congo for months, it tempted the misin- 
formed to eye the promised prizes of the white man’s 
wife and home, it whetted the appetite of the primi- 
tive jungle dweller as well as the city evoluee’ for 
the new utopia of a self-ruled, tax-free, ever-rich 
new nation. 

But June 30, Independence Day in Leopoldville, 
brought with it only lines of new, chauffeur-driven 
cars flashing through town carrying the newly elected 
to a succession of increasingly dull European ceremo- 
nies witnessed only by the diplomats and representa- 
tives of the world’s governments, and excluding the 
eager and expectant Congolese. There was little joy, 
there was no dancing in the neon-lighted streets. There 
was little more than polite cheers when the new presi- 
dent drove by in his long, sleek convertible. Most

people went to bed early that night—a little dazed, 
a little disillusioned and greatly disappointed. 

After three more days of lifeless, innocuous cele- 
brations the holiday was over. Congolese returned to 
work only to discover that “business as usual” was 
the theme of their colonial bosses. A national shame 
was almost discernible on the faces of a very proud 
people who had prayed for and dreamed about inde- 
pendence, the new liberty and equality that would be 
theirs as they threw off the shackles of the “enslave- 
ment” of the past colonial regime. 

In this atmosphere the pattern of corrosion began 
to evolve; in this atmosphere the collapse of the new 
Congo Republic was triggered; and in this atmosphere 
I and 34 other missianaries—16 adults, 18 children— 
lived out our last exciting and at times frightening 
days in Leopoldville before our stay was terminated 
by the request of the U.S. Embassy. 

July 6 Wednesday. News of trouble filtered into town 
that the Congolese Army, known as the Force Pub- 
lique, had gone on strike. A mob of the unhappy military 
streamed toward the new Prime Minister’s residence. 
They protested having the same white officers still in 
charge. They furiously swung their wide leather and 
heavy buckled belts on anyone who blocked their path. 

At 10:30 that morning the Embassy advised all 
American residents not to go out into the streets— 
safety could not be guaranteed. One missionary who 
had not received this warning was on his way to a 
youth camp and was stopped by a group of rebelling 
soldiers. He was yanked from his car and had his 
glasses smashed off his face by an indignant shouting 
soldier. He had been mistaken for being a Belgian. 
Many other cars were similarly stopped and their 
occupants given similar treatment. (Two European 
women were forced out of their car and at rifle point 
jeeringly commanded to undress, then lie in the gut- 
ter.) But by late afternoon of that first day the at- 
mosphere seemed calm again. 

July 7 Thursday. As our African friends came to 
work on the mission compounds of the American Bap- 
tists and Southern Presbyterians and at the Mission 
supply house and print shop, we learned that OTRACO 
(the transportation complex and shipping union) had 
gone on strike. The men were demanding a 1200 franc 
($24.00) Independence bonus and an increase in sal- 
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ary. In sympathy most of the employees of the town’s 
specialty shops and food stores demanded the 
same. 

However, the strikes by noontime seemed an in- 
significant problem when it was reported that the 
soldiers in the military camp at Thysville, about 100 
miles away, had mutinied. Excited rumors—later con- 
firmed—told of the capture and imprisonment of the 
Belgian officers, and of the taking as hostage of 
the military leaders’ wives. As the tribal problems in the 
Kasai region in the west Congo had seemed remote 
to us in Leopoldville in the past months, so the incidents 
reported from Thysville seemed of no immediate con- 
cern. Violence in Africa is part of the normal diet. 

July 8 Friday. 1 had gone to bed early Thursday 
night. The weather was cool and I slept as though 
drugged. About 1:30, however, I was awakened by 
someone running up the stairs to my apartment, ring- 
ing the bell and pounding on the door. While trying 
to focus my understanding and get into some clothes, 
the voice was shouting wildly: “The military has re- 
volted. They’ve taken over the arsenal and are march- 
ing on the town and raping the women. Quick! Let 
me in.” It was Ira Cross, in charge of the missionary 
hostel across the road from our building. He was afraid 
for the safety of his guests. Could he bring them to 
our building for hiding? 

There was no reply necessary since the stairs were 
already filled with old and young men, fathers and 
wives, and women carrying their children. The group 
increased until about 20 were huddled in the dark of 
the apartment next to mine. There were missionary 
families on their way home on furlough, church leaders 
visiting Congo, and a boy from an American univer- 
sity who was writing a thesis about the political 
situation in Congo. He paced furiously back and forth 
upping the tension with wild, irresponsible stories 
of all the violence he had witnessed during the day 
as he had been going the rounds as interpreter with 
the Life and Time reporters. 

Many were reluctant to go back to their beds when 
the Embassy called at 4 a.m. and suggested that the 
situation had eased. The question forming in the minds 
of those who had worked so long and faithfully as 
missionaries in Congo was, “what has gone wrong... 
where have we failed in our preaching and teaching 
and witnessing . . . have our efforts been in vain?” 

A tired, dazed group of people sat sleepily in front 
of the radio as the early morning reports began coming 
in. Some of the older missionaries who had labored with 
the Congolese for over 20 years had tears in their 
eyes as they listened. “The Thysville and Leopoldville 
army joined forces during the night. They successfully 
captured the munitions dump, beat their Belgian offi- 
cers and repeatedly raped their wives.” Panicked 
Europeans had been evacuating all night. Brazzaville, 
the French Congo city across the Congo river from 
Leopoldville, reported thousands of evacuees filling 
all available hotels and homes. Emergency quarters 
were set up in the school houses and convents. 
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July 9 Saturday. Almost everyone 
was back at work. Congolese Christians 
assured the missionaries and workers 
that they had nothing to fear. They 
were Protestants and Americans. The 
anger and reprisals were against the 
Belgians and the Catholics. 

Later in the morning I went down to 
the ferry docks to observe the situa- 
tion. Reports were that all the Belgians 
were fleeing during the night on secret 
crossings to Brazzaville in every avail- 
able craft. I walked through angry Afri- 
can crowds and saw the military lined 
up at the docks blocking all exits. I was 
called Flamands, the angry epitaph that 
embodied all the hate and bitterness 
the Congolese felt against the colonial- 
ist. Others shouted that they would 
“get” my wife. Another mob hollered 
that no Flamands would be allowed on 
the ferry to escape until first he had 
been beaten five times with a stick— 
this in payment for all his misdeeds 
while he was one of the bosses of the 
country. The sight that disturbed me 
most was the disorderly lines and lines 
of newly liberated military men sitting 
around in their jeeps and trucks finger- 
ing their recently stolen ammunition. 
For the first time they had live ammu- 
nition. Some of them were brandishing 
pistols with the triggers cocked. 

Throughout the day the news from 
the shortwave became increasingly 
worse. Catholic nuns at Kisantu were 
raped. Priests were killed. (This again 
indicated that there was a great feeling 
of animosity against the Roman Cath- 
olics. Unfortunately for the Roman 
Catholics, everyone knew that they 
were intimately tied to the colonial gov- 
ernment. ) 

At 10:30 the Embassy called and 
ordered all women and children to 
come immediately to the Embassy resi- 
dence prepared for evacuation. The 
Southern Presbyterian group from the 
suburb of Limeté headed as ordered 
toward the city. When told that they 
must leave, they requested they be 
allowed to go to the American Baptist 
compound which had been assured 
protection by the local Christian Congo- 
lese. Later in the afternoon all the mis- 
sionary families were told to go to the 
American Baptist compound. Our very 
ecumenical group of 35 was spirited by 
the 18 children from six months old to 
13 years, some playing games in the 
dirt, others climbing trees. By 4 it was 
no longer safe for them to play outside. 
The military stretched barbed wire at 
the end of the street and placed a group 
of guards on patrol. Were we being 
protected or imprisoned? Gun fire was 
constantly heard in the distance. We all 
moved to one house. Then to the second 
floor. 

July 10 Sunday. The whole town 
seemed normally quiet again. Some at- 
tended the local Congolese church serv- 


ice. The Africans were happy to see 


we had not left. Again they reassured 
us of safety. 

Through the day the radio carried 
frightening reports from Katanga and 
the Kasai regions: local flair ups and 
wars. Looting and house burning. All 
whites evacuated from Elizabethville, 

The missionary family gathered at 5 
that evening for a worship service, 
All were visibly moved as they sang, 
“How Firm a Foundation” and “A 
Mighty Fortress Is Our God.” A Meth- 
odist bishop from Katanga raised our 
eyes to the joys that were ours in Christ 
even in times of trial and danger and 
fear. 

That day was filled with long hours 
of being caged in the mattress-strewn 
house on the banks of the Congo in a 
strangely quiet city. Long hours to think 
about the years of missionary effort of 
the past. Long hours to talk about the 
problems of the future. “Missions would 
never be the same in Congo.” Almost 
all of the missionaries were gone. Now 
would be the test for the Church. Would 
they stand through the long months of 
testing? Would the faith of the Congo- 
lese Christians remain strong now that 
they were on their own or would they 
fall and be swept away by every wind 
of doctrine that was sure to sweep the 
country? Most felt the new situation 
woud strengthen the Church. All were 
glad that they had vigorously followed 
the policy of turning the activities of 
the mission over to the Church during 
the last few years. 

July 11 Monday. Again, and hope- 
fully we rode back to work through 
the nearly deserted city. Our spirits fell 
when we discovered that the men from 
the Bible book store and print shop had 
gone on strike and were demanding a 
30% increase in salary and a 1200 
franc bonus. Further discouraged when 
the teachers of the Baptist missionary- 
supported schools also demanded the 
same bonus and raise in salary. In fact, 
by noontime the whole town was on 
strike. The post office, the food stores, 
bus companies and factories. Some were 
also demanding a month’s vacation. 

The value of the franc was dropping 
rapidly, Food prices in town had dou- 
bled. The Belgians had sent in com- 
panies of paratroopers. There was a 
war going on at the port at Matadi. 

July 12 Tuesday. Paratroopers arrived 
in Leopoldville. Battling between the 
two groups at the airport just outside 
of town. The cry was going through the 
African quarters that the Belgians had 
come to take Independence away. 

Baptist mission station at Sona 
Mpangu attacked! The men beaten with 
rifle butts. Men shoved face down in 
dirt as drunk soldiers walk across their 
backs. One wife carrying her baby was 
slapped across face and knocked un- 
conscious. Other women on station 
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taken and raped by soldiers—some three 


times. 

That afternoon the Embassy ordered 
us to evacuate. It took us but a few 
minutes to pile the cars with children, 
their formulas, diapers, favorite “teddy” 
and one well stuffed suitcase per family. 
Hasty good-byes between missionaries 
and African pastors and workers. Not 
many words—they had all been said 
before—just a warm, firm handshake, 
an embrace and tear-filled eyes. “We'll 
be back in a few days—maybe.” May- 
be. At 3 o’clock a long convoy of 
crowded cars left the mission station 
and arrived a few minutes later 
at the Embassy. Then to the docks 
for the ferry across the Congo. With 
the children nervously and excitedly 
running back and forth and with the 
smaller babies beginning to cry, our lit- 
tle group exhaustedly boarded the river 
boat for the two-mile trip to Brazza- 
ville. We arrived in the hectic confusion 
of frightened misplaced persons seeking 
little more than a place to sleep and 
some food to eat. 

We slept little that night in the 
crowded classrooms that were filled with 
30 army cots—each with one coarse 
blanket. Men, women, children, all 
strangers and looking like fugitives from 
concentration camps of the last war, 
slept side by side, uncomfortable, but 
too tired to think about it. In the morn- 
ing the lavatory facilities were crammed 
with angry Belgian men and women 
and unhappy missionaries. Everyone 
talked in his own language about when 
an airline or a government would call 
his name for repatriation to Europe or 
America. Few talked of what they had 
left behind. Most had left everything— 
in exchange for their life. 

What had we left behind? Had the 
missionaries also left only houses and 
cars and automatic washers and record 
players and expensive radios? Or had 
we left friends . . . something of our- 
selves? Had we left the spirit and mes- 
sage of Christ? If and when we returned 
would we find a new and vigorous 
Church, Christians who no _ longer 
leaned on the missionary for guidance 
but on the Holy Spirit? These were the 
questions that were still plaguing our 
hearts two days later as we boarded the 
Air Force plane for America. 


Church and Politics 


Should church officials make pro- 
nouncements on civil matters? This is 
a question that has provoked contro- 
versy both in the church and outside 
of it. Recently the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury had something to say about 
the matter. At the close of the summer 
session of the Church Assembly, the 
governing body of the Church of Eng- 
land, the Archbishop said that he was 
constantly being asked in the name of 
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the Church, to denounce this, that and 
the other. “Some are perfectly reason- 
able requests if it was my job to 
denounce evils,” he said. “Some are 
completely lunatic, and I could not do 
what they ask without long inquiries as 
to the merits. There is a danger of peo- 
ple thinking that whenever anything 
goes wrong they have to ask the Church 
to denounce it. The right people to de- 
nounce evil are the citizens. 

“We in the Church are here to train 
citizens to live. It is always a weakness 
to my mind when the Church itself has, 
in an Official way, to denounce some 
evil. It ought to do that only when the 
moral sense of the community is not 
strong enough to do it for itself. Chris- 
tian citizens should be ready to bear 
witness.”

Going On Record 


A proposal that various religious 
groups affirm their position on the 
separation of church and state has 
been made by Dr. V. Raymond Ed- 
man of Wheaton College, Wheaton, 
Ill., in a letter to the editor of the 
New York Times. 

Edman suggested that the various 
councils within Protestantism, and the 
various “denominational groups such 
as the Episcopalian, Lutheran, Metho- 
dist, Presbyterian, Baptist, and so on, 
should make a statement on their po- 
sition regarding separation of church 
and state. Also, the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy should present a_ similar 
statement, authoritative, unambiguous. 

“After a fair presentation of the 
facts, then the American electorate 
can be adequately informed as to 
whether or not a man’s religion allows 
him to be fully free in the performance 
of the duties assigned him by our Fed- 
eral Constitution.”

Air Force Manual did not include the 
fact that among the books which Bowie 
has written are the following titles, 
rather strange for a supposed Com- 
munist: “Finding God through St. 
Paul”; “Christ Be With Me”; and “I 
Believe in Jesus Christ.” 

Why do not these attackers accept 
the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States? Ruling in the two 
cases that have so far reached its juris- 
diction, the Supreme Court has said 
that mere proof of membership in an 
organization listed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral as subversive at some phase of its 
life was not evidence of the disloyalty 
of the individual. If it were, then Sena- 
tors, Congressmen, Cabinet Members, 
Supreme Court Justices and the Presi- 
dent himself are disloyal. This guilt-by- 
association is religious McCarthyism in 
the extreme. Use of such methods of 
attack and slander by professing Chris- 
tians, even if they bleat a creed that is 
orthodox in every part, is thoroughly 
unethical and thoroughly unchristian. 

The real story behind the Air Force 
Manual publicity, however, still needs to 
be told. The Manual was only one more 
step on the part of a determined group 
of ultra-fundamentalists to discredit 
the National Council of Churches, if 
not on theological, then on_ political 
grounds. Other examples of their ways 
of working are not wanting. 

In 1956 a delegation from the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church came to this 
country under the sponsorship of the 
N.C.C. Among them was Metropoli- 
tan Nikolai, second ranking prelate of 
that church. Nikolai toured America, 
spoke to numerous church groups and 
used the American press and the 
N.C.C. facilities as a sounding board 
for the Kremlin’s propaganda of 
“peaceful coexistence.” In 1959, how- 
ever, Life magazine exposed Nikolai 
as a secret agent of the K.G.B., the 
Soviet committee of state security. 
This exposure was based on the testi- 
mony of Peter Deriabin, a defector to 
the West, and a former colleague of 
Nikolai in the K.G.B. The Life article 
was immediately seized upon by the 
MclIntire-Hargis wing of ultra-funda- 
mentalism to “prove” that the N.C.C. 
was heavily influenced, if not infil- 
trated, by communist sympathizers 
and soft toward Communism. They 
cited the testimony of Yuri Rostvorov 
as to the Russian Orthodox churches’ 
infiltration by Communist agents and 
then charged that the N.C.C. should 
never have invited Nikolai. Dark in- 
nuendos were employed to caricature 
the N.C.C. as a veritable den of con- 
spiracy and Nikolai was Exhibit A. 

The fact of the matter is, however, 
that Rostvorov’s testimony gven be-

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fore Nikolai arrived in the U.S.A. did 
not name him at all, and Deriabin’s 
testimony was given three years after 
Nikolai’s visit. The N.C.C. could not 
ibly have known that he was an 
agent of the K.G.B. It is true that the 
N.C.C. was duped, a fact they readily 
admit, but so were many other respon- 
sible persons including Government 
officials. Why did not the self ap- 
pointed defenders of the church crit- 
icize them too? Why just the N.C.C.? 

Let me give a personal testimony. 
The first time I went into Russia I re- 
ceived from the Russian Christians in 
Western Europe the names of six men 
in Moscow with whom I was to get in 
touch. These, I was told in great se- 
crecy, were the true believers. I wrote 
their names on rice paper so that I 
could swallow it if I thought I might 
be searched. When I reached Moscow I 
visited the American Embassy and di- 
vulged these names to jLoy Henderson, 
then American Charge-d’Affaires. Two 
days later he told me that two of the 
six had been killed, two more de- 
ported to Siberia, the fifth had disap- 
peared, presumably killed, and the 
sixth was blatantly parading as a mem- 
ber of the Communist party who had 
infiltrated the Baptist churches for the 
destruction of these five. But if I had 
met him, I would conceivably have 
poured out my soul to him and re- 
vealed to him the names of the others 
on my list, and their foreign contacts. 
So it is possible to be deceived. 

What about the use of this Nikolai 
matter by these professional antag- 
onists of the National Council of 
Churches? Their use of this material 
in the way they did is one more wit- 
ness of their irresponsibility. They 
knew the National Council could have 
had no knowledge that Nikolai was a 
Communist agent; the government of 
the U.S.A. had no such knowledge un- 
til Deriabin testified to this effect 
some three years later. Why, then, did 
they pillory the N.C.C. unless—and 
this is the real issue—they were moti- 
vated by certain warped theological 
considerations. For such men all ec- 
umenical activities are anathema. 
Their literature fairly bristles with 
tirades against anyone who will not 
espouse their ultra-separatism.

Christ’s Ascension 


“To believe the Bible is to accept its teach- 


ing that forty days after the resurrection of 
our Lord, He ascended into heaven (Acts 
1:3). From the slopes of the Mount of 
Olives, just east of Jerusalem, He went up 
to heaven. The Word of God clearly sets 
forth the fact that the resurrected body of 
the Lord Jesus, though very real, was not 
subject to the conditions which bind us. 


“He Himself said of this event that it 
was expedient, better for His disciples. How 
anything could be better for them than His 
Own presence may well have been difficult 
for them to understand. But we remember 
that in His incarnation, so far as His visible 
appearance was concerned, He was present 
in only one place at any one time. With the 
increase of His Church, He was to be pres- 
ent with, and indeed in, every believer— 
for the Holy Spirit was to come. Pentecost 
had to await the ascension (John 7:39). 


“In addition, and of great comfort and 
assurance for the believer in Christ, is the 
fact that at the Father’s right hand our 
Lord is now acting as our Mediator, our 
Intercessor, our Advocate. Through Him 
we have our access to the Father through 
the Spirit. In Him we have One who knows 
our infirmities, and who intercedes on our 
behalf. In Him we have One who presents 
the claims of His sacrifice for us, even in 
the dark hour of our failure; He pleads our 
cause. Thank God for His Son ‘who is at 
the right hand of God, who also maketh 
intercession for us’ (Romans 8:34).”

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Churches!” The Air Force Manual it- 
self drew heavily on these hostile 
sources, apart from which the Manual 
would have ben virtually innocuous. 

Now it cannot be denied that the 
N.C.C. by its very nature is essen- 
tially nothing more than a council of 
denominations. As in the United Na- 
tions a Russian sits down as a Russian 
and gets up as a Russian, while an 
American sit down as an American 
and gets up as an American, so in the 
Council of Churches a Methodist en- 
ters as a Methodist and leaves as a 
Methodist, a Baptist enters and leaves 
as a Baptist and so on. The Council of 
Churches would not exist for a day if 
it attempted to force its members to 
take sides on Calvinism and Armin- 
ianism, or immersion or sprinkling, or 
other secondary doctrines. The Coun- 
cil of Churches has repeatedly refused 
membership to the Unitarians and 
similar bodies. It accepts any organi- 
zation whatsoever, if it confesses 
Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior. The 
Council exists as a clearing house for 
inter-denominational cooperation. It is 
not a theological organization with a 
pronounced systematic theology. That 
fact is essential to its existence and 
function. It has no authority to make 
pronouncements on theological issues. 
This is the business of the separate 
member denominations. The fact that 
the Council has made what amounts 
to ex cathedra statements in the realm 
of politics and economics has been 
severely criticized. Perhaps the Coun- 
cil would be wiser to leave such 
pronouncements, along with the theo- 
logical statements, to its member de- 
nominations. In this way it would avoid 
much trouble, for it does not have the 
right to speak in these fields for all its 
members any more than it has the 
right to speak theologically. 

If we are asked what is our at- 
titude personally towards the National 
Council of Churches, we would say 
that we are. willing to work towards 
common goals for the proclamation 
of the gospel and the total witness of 
the Church. We will work with anyone 
in or out of any denomination who 
confesses Jesus Christ as God and 
Savior and accepts His vicarious atone- 
ment and bodily resurrection. This we 
hold to be the irreducible minimum of 
historic Christian doctrine. 

Doubtless there are so-called liberal 
and modernist strains within the 
N.C.C., but there are also conserva- 
tive and even fundamentalist forces, 
active and vocal. 

Many who now eagerly direct the 
chorus of protest against so-called 
N.C.C. “softness” towards Commu- 
nism have in effect been seeking just 
such an issue to bolster their shop- 
worn tirades of “heresy” and

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“apostasy” within the Protestant de- 
nominations. The whole controversy 
over the Air Force Manual, Metro- 
politan Nikolai, the Cleveland Report, 
etc., compose all the ingredients of 
what is a political-patriotic veneer 
lightly sprayed over a deep-seated theo- 
Jogical question, initiated long ago.

It is one thing, however, to disagree 
on a theological issue but quite an- 
other to cloak that issue in the robes 
of patriotism and, then, to the tunes 
of the Star Spangled Banner and 
“Stand up for Jesus” proceed to indict 
one’s opponents for what amounts to 
treason. This is a very real sense has 
been and is being done in the name of 
Jesus Christ. It is time that the Chris- 
tian public be made aware of these 
factors in what has been hitherto a 
greatly obscured issue.

(I Pet 3:7). One cannot criticize his 
partner and pray for her at the same 
time. God says that there are mueu- 
ally exclusive. 

Finally, the words of the Psalmist 
should be in the heart and mind of 
every husband and wife: “Unless the 
Lord builds the house, those who 
build it labor in vain” (Psalm 127: 
1). At best, each of us will reveal our 
imperfections as we really get to know 
one another since no one will ever at- 
tain perfection this side of glory. In- 
stead of being exasperated by each 
other’s weaknesses and shortcomings, 
we can be strengthened through them 
when we see them in the light of God’s 
redeeming love in Christ. Instead of 
being impatient, inconsiderate, indif- 
ferent, and lacking in understanding, 
we shall be patient, considerate, sym- 
pathetic and discerning. We shall be 
able to live in the spirit which Paul 
expressed when he wrote, “Be kind to 
one another, tender-hearted, forgiv- 
ing one another, as God in Christ for- 
gave you” (Eph. 4:32). 

We are to realize that true Christian 
Marriage is not a 50-50 proposition, 
but 100 per cent giving each way. 
When we can love each other in total 
surrender because Christ loves us, then 
we have joy indeed. 

Thus we can be true heirs together 
of the grace of life.

Son of the mighty John Sebastian, 
Carl Philipp Emanuel has stood in the 
shadow of his greater father, a fact 
which is regrettable, for his personal 
contributions to the art of music are 
not negligible. It was he who laid the 
foundations of modern keyboard tech- 
nic, he who should be termed “Grand- 
father of the Symphony,” if “Papa” 
Haydn is the father, and he who was a 
practical composer as well as a theorist, 
as the present recording amply proves. 

This setting of the Magnificat glows 
with a gentle, tender loveliness. There 
have been many settings of the Virgin’s 
song of affirmation, including the bril- 
liant, joyful one by Sebastian Bach. This 
one, by the latter’s son, is a radiant 
masterpiece and one which should be 
more often heard. 

Felix Prohaska understands the sty- 
listic demands of this music and meets 
them ably. He holds his forces in per- 
fect balance, both tonally and rhyth- 
mically, and never allows the sound to 
become heavy and leaden. The music 
is always light and graceful, as it should 
be. The soloists perform their duties 
well, as do chorus and orchestra. This 
is a very fine performance of a lesser- 
known masterpiece.

these hymns as solo offerings. His pleas- 
ing but undistinguished voice is heard 
frequently but more in the manner of 
a song leader than of a soloist. 

The choral and instrumental back- 
grounds seem uninteresting, but these 
too were meant not to be listened to but 
to incite participation. The latter end is 
encouraged by spoken exhortations from 
Ford who, from time to time, injects 
such phrases as “Sing it for me!” and, 
“Now you're singing!” 

Whether this would become tiresome 
on repeated playing is a question. It 
didn’t bother me the first time around, 
And I have to admit that I found my- 
self humming “The Church in the Wild- 
wood” along with the record. 

I guess whether you buy this record 
or not depends on how much you want 
to sing these particular hymns, and 
whether you need a canned accompani- 
mefit to help you do so. One very nice 
bonus is that words and music are in- 
cluded with the album.

While this record will probably ap- 
peal mainly to alumni and friends of 
Wheaton as a showcase of three choral 
groups and one instrumental group, yet 
it is not without value to the general 
music lover. Certainly the three choral 
groups sing well, with fine tone quality 
and excellent diction, and the band 
plays with spirit and precision. 

I particularly enjoyed the Hassler 
“Cantate Domino,” sung just about per- 
fectly by the Chapel Choir, and “An 
Echo Song” of Olson, done charmingly 
by the Women’s Glee Club. For some 
reason this is one of the best-recorded 
numbers on the record. Perhaps this is 
because it is a cappella; choral music 
with accompaniment presents severe 
problems to recording engineers. 
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But singling out these two pieces 
doesn’t imply that the others weren’t 
well done. The Bach Chorale by the 
men was a joy to hear, as was the 
rarely-performed Grieg piece by the 
Chapel Choir. Listen, too, to the re- 
markable precision of the latter group 
in “Deck Thyself.” If such a thing were 
possible, I might say that this perform- 
ance is almost too crisp, but what a 
relief after listening to much sloppy, 
over-slurred singing. 

Everything the band does is clean and 
vigorous. If you like good band music 
—and can anyone resist its appeal?— 
you'll love this.

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The First Amendment 
to the Constitution of 
the United States reads: 





MERICAN CaTHOLIC LEADERS claim the Roman 
Catholics of America have no thought of 
changing this amendment, which guarantees re- 
ligious freedom and separation of church and 
state. What they do not state, and what non- 
Catholics do not understand, is that Catholic 
leaders have their own interpretation of the words 
‘‘church’’ and ‘‘state’’ and ‘‘separation,’’ and 
their own interpretation of the First Amendment 
which is a complete distortion of its plain intent. 
Clear proof of the unbridgeable gulf between 
the Roman Catholic interpretation of the First 
Amendment and that of the United States Su- 


The Catholic Position 


1. The idea of the separation of church and 
state as a “wall of separation” between the 
church and the state is only a metaphor, a fig- 
ure of speech, a slogan, or a shibboleth which 
is not a part of the American tradition of con- 
stitutional history. 


2. The First Amendment was not intended to 
divorce religion from government or to impose 
government neutrality between believers and 
disbelievers but to meet in a practical manner 
the problems raised by a multiplicity of sects 
by prohibiting Congress from adopting any one 
religion. 


3. There was no intent on the part of the 
drafter to bar a general support of religion by 
the federal government, and therefore the lim- 
itation does not prohibit the non-preferential 
expenditure for religious purposes of funds 
raised by federal taxes. 


4, The First Amendment does not bar prefer- 
ential treatment of a particular religion or sect 
short of according it monopolistic recognition. 


Thus, since the constitutional provisions were 
only for equality among believers, the Consti- 
tution does not in any way guarantee freedom 
of nonbelief.

That presenting 
the Catholic position is a statement quoted ver- 
batim from the Catholic Lawyer, issue for the 
Winter of 1960, which is described as a ‘‘ correct 
explanation of the First Amendment.’’

The Supreme Court’s position is presented 
in two of that body’s more recent citations bear- 
ing upon the First Amendment. 


The Supreme Court's Position 


The “establishment of religion” clause of the First 
Amendment means at least this: Neither a state nor the 
Federal Government can set up a church. Neither can pass 
laws which aid one religion, aid all religions, or prefer 
one religion over another. Neither can force nor influence 
a person to go to or tg remain away from church against 
his will or force him to profess a belief or disbelief in any 
religion. No person can be punished for entertaining or 
professing religious beliefs or disbeliefs, for church attend- 
ance or non-attendance. 

No tax in any amount, large or small, can be levied to 
support any religious activities or institutions, whatever 
they may be called, or whatever form they may adopt to 
teach or practice religion. Neither a state nor the Federal 
Government can, openly or secretly, participate in the 
affairs of any religious organizations or groups and vice 
versa. In the words of Jefferson, the clause against estab- 
lishment of religion by law was intended to erect “a wall 
of separation between Church and State.” (EVERSON vs. 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, 330 U. S. 1) 

Separation means separation, not something less. Jeffer- 
son’s metaphor in describing the relation between Church 
and State speaks of a “wall of separation” not of a fine 
line easily overstepped . . . “The great American principle 
of eternal separation”—Elihu Root’s phrase bears repeti- 
tion—is one of the vital reliances of our Constitutional 
system for assuring unities among our people stronger than 
our diversities. It is the Court’s duty to enforce this prin- 
ciple in its full integrity. (Concurring opinion of Justice 
Felix Frankfurter in McCOLLUM vs. BOARD OF EDU- 
CATION, 333 U. S. 203) 


Since the re-interpretation of the First Amendment is a publicly announced target of the Roman 
Catholic Church, every liberty-loving American—Protestant, Roman Catholic or Jewish—should be 
aware of the serious political, social and religious implications of this priority objective of the 


hierarchy.

Protestants and Other Americans United for Separation of Church and State 
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YOUR fa BY

In this new department of ETERNITY Magazine, Dr. Barnhouse and the staff 
will answer questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the 
Christian life and walk. 


Question: It seems to me that Christians frequently confuse divine guidance with 
wishful thinking. Is it not true that many times we convince ourselves that we 
are following the Holy Spirit’s leading when, actually, it may be our own desires 
that lead us? 


Answer: There is no question in my mind that the Holy Spirit is blamed for a lot of 
things for which He is never responsible. Under parental or church pressure, for 
instance, young people may go into the ministry or to the mission field whom God 
never intended to be there. Yet, they mouth the claim, “the Lord led me!” In 
fact, in our daily lives, all of us face situations which are pleasant, opportunities 
which seem attractive. It is so easy then to say, “I made my choice in accordance 
with the Holy Spirit’s guidance.” 

But, is this always so? I believe we must be extremely careful in facing important 
decisions to ask the Holy Spirit to direct us. But, in doing so, we*must ask Him to 
remove from our hearts any selfish, greedy desires which might influence our 
choices. Then, let us determine in advance to be willing to do what God tells 
us to do—even before we know what His leading may be (John 7:17). Add to this 
the sincere prayer that the Lord may block our decision if it is not in accordance 
with His will, and we shall be much closer to a proper method of ascertaining God’s 
will for our lives, and avoiding mere wishful thinking. 


Question: Why is it that Protestants do not canonize saints as the Roman Catholic 
Church does? 


Answer: For one very good reason: God has already done this “canonizing.” Every 
person who is born again is instantly declared a saint by God. He may not look like 
a saint; and, unfortunately, he may not always behave in a saintly way. But in the 
eyes of God, every believer is a saint by divine decree. In his letter to the Romans, 
Paul said that these Christian believers were “called saints” (Rom. 1:7). Elsewhere, 
he addressed his letters to “the saints.” 

Who were these “saints”? Plaster or marble statues in church wall niches? Dead 
people already in heaven? No! They were living human beings who had trusted 
in Christ as their Lord and Savior, pleading His merits and not their own works. 
They were living Christians facing the same tensions you and I face. They were 
subject to, and often falling before, the same temptations which confront us. But 
God had declared them to be saints because of the finished work of Christ. He 
sees the end from the beginning. He knows what we shall one day be perfect, 
in heaven. On the basis of this certainty, God declares each true believer to be 
now what he shall be for all eternity. Here, once again, are the marvels of 
sovereign grace and the eternal purpose of God for His own. 


Question: Should small children be permitted to take communion? Since they do 
not understand its significance, should they not wait till they are older before 
partaking? 

Answer: The primary issue here is not how old the child should be, but has he 
been born again. The communion service is for believers only. No unsaved 
person—adult or child—should share in this sacred occasion. If the child has 
professed faith in Jesus Christ—even in his childish simplicity—and his life appears 
to conform to his profession, he should not be kept from the Lord’s table. Let us 
never forget, it is possible for very young children to be truly born again. And even 
if they do not fully understand the significance of the communion service, they 
will learn. After all, some adults have been taking communion for years, and 
still have only the vaguest notion of its significance. Here is a great opportunity 
for the Christian parent or Sunday school teacher to explain the elements to the 
child. Besides, many children have a far greater comprehension of spiritual truth 
than adults realize. 
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BACKGROUNDS OF DISPENSATION- 
ALISM. Clarence B. Bass. Eerdmans. 
184 pp. $3.50.

The contemporary move to discredit 
dispensationalism as a valid system of 
biblical interpretation, by pointing out 
its deficiencies, has drawn forth an- 
other spokesman to champion the 
cause. Dr. Clarence B. Bass, associate 
professor of Systematic Theology at 
Bethel Theological Seminary, St. Paul, 
was himself schooled in dispensational 
thought under a godly pastor who 
taught the system, complete with 
charts. 

It was not until he began research 
for his doctoral thesis on J. N. Darby’s 
doctrine of the Church that Bass be- 
gan to have serious doubts about the 
basic hermeneutical or interpretive 
patterns of dispensationalism. This book 
is a detailed account of the author’s 
move away from _ dispensational- 
premillennialism to historic-premillen- 
nialism. Indeed, Bass has made a sharp 
distinction between premillennialism 
and dispensationalism, a separation 
which he, in company with most dis- 
pensationalists, never realized was valid. 

In reading this book, I find that the 
author has made certain assumptions 
which appear logical at first glance, 
but which I do not think are neces- 
sarily true. For example, he lists 13 
“distinguishing features” of dispensa- 
tionalism, all of which he insists are to 
be found in the dispensational system. 
That is, it is not possible to accept any 
one of these features without also, 
consciously or unconsciously, accept- 
ing the others. Bass says: 


“There are undoubtedly many who term 
themselves ‘dispensationalists’ who would 
not agree that all these features are a part 
of their theology. Nevertheless, every one 
of them is inherent in the system and... 
all dispensationalists would be forced to 
accept them.” 


He further claims that “it would be 
illogical . . . for one to accept the doc- 
trine of the pretribulation rapture 
without also accepting the dispensa- 
tional concept of the nature of the 
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Church which has arisen out of its 
basic principle of interpretation.” 

This I believe is sheer assumption 
on the author’s part. It is certainly 
possible for a student of the Word of 
God to reject the dispensational con- 
cept of the nature of the church, and 
still believe that the first phase of 
Christ’s return might take place at any 
moment. 

In his discussion of the “Doctrine of 
the Church” (Chapter 4), Bass traces 
the steps in Darby’s thinking. In his 
zeal for Christ, and in his distress at 
the condition of the church in his 
day, Darby made three false assump- 
tions: (1) The Church is in ruins, 
(2) there is no gospel within the 
church, (3) I and my followers will 
preach the gospel outside the church. 

First, the church in the 19th cen- 
tury was certainly in a sad state of 
affairs. But yet this same church con- 
tained faithful men who preached the 
Word of God in great power. With the 
tares grew the wheat. Darby would not 
have considered himseif a tare while 
he was in the church of England. 
Secondly, the gospel was preached in 
the church; for a time he was one of 
its preachers. And certainly Darby 
would never admit that he was false 
to the Lord while he was in the 
Church of England. To withdraw from 
the church was therefore based upon 
a false necessity. 

Darby’s third fallacy was that a pure 
church could be made after the flesh. 
The Pharisaical legalism of many of 
his followers prove that a man-made 
church, even when it would attempt to 
glorify the Lord is tainted with its own 
corruption—and thus leads to a dead 
orthodoxy. Geographical separation of 
a group does not make a church; spir- 
itual integrity, exercised in the midst 
of the entire body of believers—breth- 
ren in Christ—does. And these same 
three fallacies are still promoted by 
the independents and separatists of our 
day. 

However, Bass has done the Church 
a great service in dynamiting the false 
assumptions of dispensationalists con- 
cerning God’s supposed change toward 
man from age to age. While it is true

that God’s various tests of mankind at 
different times reveal that there is no 
hope in man, this does not mean that 
God conditions His action towards 
man according to each successive fail- 
ure. That is if God has allowed His 
creature, man, to face a test of obe- 
dience, and man has failed in his 
obedience, does this mean God has 
conditioned or adapted His ways to 
man in subsequent ages? Of course 
not! Man’s failure has simply been one 
more indication of the fact that he can 
do nothing of himself, apart from God. 

In our own lives, we pass through 
varying tests. As all children, we are 
subject to our parents. Then there 
comaes a time when we shift gears from 
our parents’ faith to our own faith. 
God thus places us under a different 
sort of responsibility, but His action 
toward us is always the same. A young 
man or woman of 20 lives under one 
set of conditions as single. When these 
people marry, obviously they face a 
different set of responsibilities. But this 
does not mean that God conditions 
His actions towards them according to 
some failure in one or the other set of 
obligations. God does not change, and 
His constant dealings with man have 
always been in sovereign grace accord- 
ing to His eternal purposes. 

Bass’ book has pointed out another 
error in dispensationalism. Dispensa- 
tionalists have made a _ complete 
dichotomy between Israel and _ the 
Church. There is, of course, a sense in 
which a difference does exist between 
the two. But there is also a sense in 
which believers of our day grow out of 
all the promises which God made to 
Abraham. We who are of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham (Gal. 
3:9). We come from the east and the 
west and the south to sit down at the 
table with Abraham. In no small sense, 
Abraham is the head of the Church. 
Certainly, he is more so than Peter! 
I cannot find any promise in the Bible, 
as far as eternity is concerned, that is 
made to me and was not also made to 
Isaiah. God’s dealings with me are a 
continuation of His single program of 
redemption begun in the Garden of 
Eden when He promised that the seed

of the woman would bruise the ser- 
pent’s head (Gen. 3:15). The Church, 
if we are going to take the Bible rev- 
elation as a whole, must be seen as the 
New Testament flower from the Old 
Testament bud. 

In addition, we must understand— 
and Bass has clearly indicated this— 
that any future which the Jews will 
have, they will have, not because they 
were or are Jews, but because they 
have been redeemed by Jesus Christ 
and have become part of His King- 
dom. Historic premillennialism holds 
that Israel will have a definite relation 
to God in the future. I share this view. 
But, I believe Bass overstates his case 
when he says that “an emphasis upon 
the national restoration of Israel is, at 
the same time, a de-emphasis upon the 
triumph of the cross, by which be- 
lievers are made members of the Body 
of Christ, the Church.” Instead, I 
would say that this restoration of Is- 
rael will come only from the triumph 
of the cross. There can be no future at 
all for Israel, apart from the death, 
burial and resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

I have long pointed out the horror 
which is perpetrated in the Scofield 
Reference Bible (p. 1115) that “the 
point of testing is no longer legal obe- 
dience as the condition of salvation, 
but acceptance or rejection of Christ. 
...” (italics mine). Bass weakens his 
argument by omitting from the quota- 
tion these five italicized words (p. 34). 
I have been told that this note by 
Scofield was the point which touched 
off the movement to re-edit the Sco- 
field notes in the forthcoming aew edi- 
tion of this Bible. 

I believe Bass further weakens his 
case by his presentation of what he 
thinks dispensationalists hold in re- 
gard to law and grace. He would have 
been more correct if he had said that 
some dispensationalists seem incapable 
of following to a logical conclusion the 
dichotomy they have created between 
law and grace. But he is correct in 
stating that dispensationalists do deny 
what he states they must believe. I 
have read somewhere in the writings 
of Martin Luther that there are true 
believers who honestly believe op- 
posites, because they have gone astray 
somewhere in their logical processes. 
But, he points out that there are op- 
posites in Christianity which are 
true and are accepted as paradoxes 
within the divine revelation. 

If we are biblical, we must believe 
that law and grace do not work against 
each other, but that they work with 
each other to bring to pass all that 
God is doing in the soul. Far from be- 
ing a method of salvation, the law is 
a sword with which God slays a man 
in order that He might be able to 
taise him from the dead through the 
gospel. 
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Frankly, I have always given men 
the benefit of the doubt, and when they 
state that they do not believe in a 
multiple basis of salvation, I believe 
them. Bass should have realized that 
he had arguments enough‘ without in- 
sisting that all dispensationalists must 
believe what they so firmly state they 
do not believe. I am afraid that, be- 
cause of this insistence, much of the 
value of this book will be lost on 
those dispensationalists who read it. 
They will approach the pages and read 
the author’s insistence that they be- 
lieve something which, actually, they 
do not believe. And they will lay aside 
the book, putting it into a class with 
the works of Allis, Reese, etc. 

For example, if I treated Bass the 
way he treats some dispensationalists, 
I could prove that he must still believe 


in offering animal sacrifices, that he 
must abstain from pork and have ajj 
his suits of clothes made of a single 
raw material. Obviously, I do not treat 
him in this way. But his method would 
give me the right to do so. 

I am disappointed with this book 
because I had expected to be 9 
pleased with it. Many months ago, a 
typewritten copy of Dr. Bass’ doctoral 
thesis was presented to the University 
of Edinburgh. Its main thrust had to 
do with Darby’s doctrine of the 
Church. I was overjoyed because | 
knew that this research needed to be 
done and the truth ought to be pre 
sented. 

I go along with Dr. Bass in his pre- 
sentation of the true doctrine of the 
Church and in his expose of Darby's 
error in this field. But I know too

EVOLUTION AND CHRISTIAN 
THOUGHT TODAY. Edited by Rus- 
sell Mixter. Eerdmans. 224 pp. 
with plates. $4.50.

Few subjects during the last cen- 
tury have been couched in so emo- 
tional a context as that of evolution. 
This theory has been misused by its 
advocates and misunderstood by its 
opponents. I think the main reason for 
this is that we conclude too rapidly 
what is the scope and import of any 
theory, particularly with so import- 
ant a synthesizing influence in science 
as this one. But a more basic reason 
may be because of the valued judg- 
ments of those involved—the frequent 
agnostic tendencies of a Huxley and 
the atheism of a Marx perhaps or, 
on the other hand, the narrowly con- 
ceived theism of some opponents. 

It would. be a fine thing if after 100 
years we might step back and focus 
on the essential elements of the the- 
ory, but the horizon is still clouded. 
Scientists who should know better are 
claiming the theory proven. Others 
plead for its being basically natural- 
istic and implying the impossibility 
of revealed religion. Still others de- 
fend such diverse political, economic, 
and ethical theses as fascism and com- 
munism or capitalism and socialism 
on the grounds of evolution. In an- 
other camp there are those who plead 
that it is a failure scientifically and/or 
that it is mnon-scriptural and anti- 
theistic. 


View of It 


In this book it is salutary that the 
contributors, as clearly as_ possible, 
differentiate past and present scien- 
tifie details of the theory from phil- 
osophies about it. Also, the writers 
are very fair and knowledgeable in 
their assessment of the extent to 
which modern biology is synthesized 
and explained by evolutionary ideas. 
Some claim here that partial evolu- 
tion between creative acts of God (of 
varying frequency from writer to 
writer) best fits the facts. Others al- 
low a much broader evolutionary his- 
tory to life, continually governed by 
God. Some stop with presently-demon- 
strated limits and others presume 
limits broadened by future discovery. 
In any case, the contributors are qual- 
ified for their task and do a detailed 
piece of work on the varied areas of 
biology and paleontology in a com- 
petent, trustworthy, and readable fash- 
ion. This reviewer recommends the 
work as fair and stimulating; indeed 
a must for all Christians who would 
be informed. 

Carl Henry’s final chapter on the- 
ology and evolution overtly, and the 
other chapters less apparently, make 
clear, however, that no theory stands 
in a vacuum. Along with the question 
of the ability of a given theory to 
(1) synthesize data and (2) suggest 
future experiment goes the question 
of its ability to (3) become a coherent 
part of the world-view of those who 
must choose it or a competitor. 

Here is where confusion frequently 
arises. It is claimed that evolution 
argues for naturalism, or socialism, 
or perhaps deism or atheism. Surely 
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many born-again believers who are 
dispensationalists, and who do not be- 
lieve in the caricature of dispensa- 
tionalism which Bass has created in 
the first section of his book. There- 
fore, I am disappointed with what 
must be considered a false picture. 

I put this book down with a great 
feeling of depression. There are chap- 
ters in it which describe the bitterness 
of the fighting between believers of 
the 19th century. These accounts sad- 
dened my heart. I add 100 years to 
many of the dates and realize that 
there are equally bitter divisions in 
our own century. I do not want to be a 
part of them. I do not believe, as 
Darby did, that “the Church is in 
ruins.” I believe that the Body of 
Christ is here in the great Church, 
divided though it is. 








_—— 


this commits the fallacy of arguing 
from facts to values or involves one 
in a kind of natural theology which 
claims God’s nature and existence are 
demonstrable or disproven by study- 
ing a field such as biology. Doesn’t 
Scripture teach that one’s theology 
or basic axioms come first and that 
evolution, for example, doesn’t con- 
sistently lead to any view of God, 
politics, or ethics whatsoever? Our 
choices in these subjects depend on 
what we already believe about God 
and nature’s relation to Him. This 
leaves the question then: Do theistic 
axioms allow one to hold a given 
theory of evolution, for example, or 
a particular social or ethical system? 

Surely we make such choices con- 
tinually. We reject some and retain 
others. A Christian must do _ this 
carefully and with as clear a knowl- 
edge of the alternatives and impli- 
cations as his abilities allow. With 
evolution, we must not become con- 
fused by things people have claimed 
evolution implied outside its purely 
biological sphere or by things people 
may have believed about God, man, 
and his institutions, while holding 
evolution as a biological thesis. We 


must ask instead whether the thesis 
is acceptable scientifically and 
whether it can be integrated with 


theism and allowed as a construction 
of the biblical texts involved. Some 
of the contributors think it can, some 
that it may, and some that it cannot 
regardless of its scientific worth. After 
studying this book any reader should 
himself be better capable of making 
his own decision. Certainly the book 
will be as successful as I think it is 
if its readers achieve this important 
goal.

REACHING ADULTS 


How Do We 


A PHILOSOPHY OF ADULT CHRIS. 
TIAN EDUCATION. David J. Erns- 
berger. Westminster. 172 pp. 
$3.75.

There are supermarkets for the dis- 
tribution of food and there are super- 
markets of books for the sharing of 
ideas. The problem of finding what 
you want for your dinner table de- 
pends very largely on your ability to 
decide on what you want in the store. 
The problem of finding what you want 
for a philosophy of adult Christian 
education as suggested by Ernsberger 
will depend very largely on what you 
are able to select that is appropriate 
for your church. 

A Philosophy of Adult Christian 
Education digs into the contemporary 
problems facing the minister of the 
Gospel in the local church in relation- 
ship to the need of educating and de- 
veloping Christian laymen. 

Much of the book is devoted to the 
amplification of findings based on the 
research of Dr. Samuel W. Blizzard, 
under whom Enrnsberger studied at 
Union Theological Seminary. 

The author contends that “Adult 
Christian education is best achieved 
through work with small groups.” The 
burden of the book hinges on the idea 
that the task of adult Christian edu- 
cation can be fulfilled better through 
a small group rather than working 
with individuals or with the entire 
congregation.

Nearly five years ago five young 
missionaries laid down their lives in 
an effort to proclaim Christ to the 
Auca Indian tribe of Ecuador. What 
the young men failed to do now has 
been effected by the patient, loving 
work of Rachel Saint, a sister of pilot 
Nate Saint, one of the five martyrs. 

The Dayuma Story is not a rehash 
of Betty Elliot’s magnificent Through 
Gates of Splendor. In no sense is this 
an anti-climax to the stirring events 
pertaining to the martyrdoms. 

Rather, it is the freshly told story of 
how Christian grace used scientific 
linguistics to break through the lan-

the Sunday school or the family it- 
self. 

The author contends that the 
minister, by virtue of his call and edu- 
cation, is responsible for adult edu- 
cation in the local church. The thrust 
of the author’s argument is simply 
this: How can the minister get across 
to the laymen what he knows they 
should know and what they should do 
about it as teachers of the Christian 
faith? 

The author rightly contends for the 
principle that the content of adult 
education is basic. The very nature 
of Christian education content is all 
important for the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ is given to us in the Holy 
Scriptures. Just at this point, however, 
Ernsberger is remiss. The basic as- 
sumption according to Ernsberger, for 
the “treatment of the church’s task in 
adult education . . . is that the an- 
swer to the layman’s profoundest need 
lies in God’s self-revelation.” Neo- 
orthodoxy with its relativeness per- 
vades the underlying concept of the 
content and theological structure of 
adult Christian education. 

Consequently, a volume which 
could be useful in the essential meth- 
odology of group work is found want- 
ing for an adequate and transforming 
basis to bring men and women to 
Jesus Christ in such a relationship 
that their lives are full of good works 
by God’s grace. 

This book makes interesting read- 
ing for the discerning student, but it 
is not the answer to the basic prob- 
lems of adult Christian education in 
the local church.

This was 
to be the tribe she would reach for 
Christ. 

Without robbing Miss Wallis of the 
high praise due her for her graphic 
story, the book reaches great heights 
in its epilogue. Here Rachel Saint de- 
scribes the first soul stirrings of Auca 
men and women with whom she lived. 
One is impressed anew with the way 
the gospel message leaps the linguistic 
wall to reach even a primitive man’s 


heart. 


INTO THE LIGHT OF CHRISTIANITY. 
W. J. Schnell. Baker. 211 pp. $2.95.

inary, Philadelphia. 

The subtitle of this book reads: 
“The Basic Doctrines of the Jehovah's 
Witnesses in the Light of Scripture.” 
The book combines autobiographical 
narratives about the author’s — break 
with Jehovah’s Witnesses, polemics 
against the errors of Russelism, and 
an apologetic for specific traditional 
and biblical Christian doctrine. 

In a previous book, Thirty Years a 
Watchtower Slave, Schnell shared his 
personal experiences as a faithful and 
rather successful worker for Jehovah’s 
Witnesses. In this book he relates 
some details of his conversion to a 
saving faith in Jesus Christ and how 
the Lord has opened up opportunities 
for him to witness for Christ and bib- 
lical truth in hundreds of churches 
and many denominations since he 
made the break with Russelism in 
1952. 

The doctrinal chapters of the book 
concern themselves specifically with 
three errors of Jehovah’s Witnesses: 
Hell is the Grave; Man is a Soul; and 
The Denial of the Deity of Christ. 
Anyone looking for firsthand expo- 
sition of Russelite teaching on these 
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subjects and requiring help to cope 
with these errors will find a rich de- 
posit of biblical rebuttal in these chap- 
ters. The Bible is accepted as the very 
Word of God and a warm evangelical 
and evangelistic spirit permeates 
Schnell’s testimony of personal assur- 
ance of salvation through his faith in 
Christ. The book would be an asset 
in any church library for the use of 
Sunday school teachers and pastors. 


THE REVISED STANDARD VERSION 
OF THE BIBLE. Reference Edition 
with Concise Concordance. Thomas 
Nelson. $9.

This new edition carries footnotes, 
which were formerly at the bottom of 
the page, in a center column. This 
makes them easier to use. The concise 
concordance, at the back of the book, 
provides listings of important passages 
where particular words or names ap- 
pear. 

Though, the publishers have also 
printed an exhaustive RSV concord- 
ance, this new edition with the port- 
able concordance will prove most 
helpful. 


DEVOTIONAL INTRODUCTION TO 
JOB. Andrew W. Blackwood, Jr. 
Baker. 166 pp. $2.95.

This guide to Job sees the book as a 
whole. It is not a verse-by-verse -com- 
mentary; this is its strength. Laymen 
(and often ministers, too) become so 
lost in the usual commentary that they 
fail to see the woods for the trees. Es- 
pecially is this the case in a book as 
difficult as Job. Blackwood chooses to 
trace the unfolding of the great themes 
of the book, illustrating them by fre- 
quent quotations from Job itself. 

- The author rightly grasps the mes- 

sage of the book, which is not a 

treatise on the problem of suffering 

per se, but rather on the question, 

“Why does man worship? . . . Do we 

love God because of his gifts, or be- 

cause he is God?” In Job’s case the 
question is only answered in his ex- 
istential involvement with God at the 
end of the book, when “at the moment 

of salvation, Job discovers that he is a 

sinner.” 

The easy religion of present day 
middle-class evangelical Christians, 
with its frequent Madison Avenue over- 
tones (so like the three friends’!) is 
frequently exposed, but the author has 
difficulty avoiding some of this same 
easy religion in his comments on the 
epilogue of the book (42:7-17). Al- 
though he does seem to accept some 
rewriting of the book by later editors, 
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you give an undying gift to unborn gen- 
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nity and worth of your own life.

no longer think of it as a good gift 
which God is giving to the world, and 
so he will be unable to do it “as to 
the Lord.” 

Such a job is therefore not one in 
which a Christian should be content to 
remain voluntarily. If he does remain, 
his work will be at the very least spir- 
jtually sterile, and probably spiritually 
destructive. For it will introduce a 
rival principle into that Christian’s 
life, a principle rival to Christ. No 
longer will all things be done “as serv- 
ing the Lord;” the whole working day 
will have to be left out. And this vol- 
untary fragmentation of life is bound 
to bring on tragic results. 

Perhaps another way of testing a 
job would be to ask myself this ques- 
tion. Suppose that the job paid no sal- 
ary, and I needed no money; would it 
make any sense for me to do the work 
anyway, just as a service? The work 
need not be some world-shaking thing 
in order for the answer to be “yes.” It

could make sense for a man to paint 
houses, or to teach history just as a 
service. But if there are some jobs, as 
there are, for which the answer is 
plainly “no,” if it clearly would be 
tidiculcus to think of doing this work 
as a service, then I suppose the work 
is not one which I should choose as a 
Christian. The activity itself is appar- 
ently not one which can be offered to 
God. It will remain a dead weight in 
my spiritual life. 

But work need not be such a weight. 
Let me remember that God is the cre- 
ator of the world, and that He has 
placed me here. For the present it is in 
this world that He wishes to draw me 
into fellowship with Himself. That 
fellowship, which involves my whole 
life and my whole self, is meant to 
include whatever daily work He has 
called me into.

In any 
case, it is quite certain that being in 
Christ’s company would lift the bur- 
den from my heart, and would dispel 
my fears. It is impossible for anxiety 
and discontent to continue to exist, 
once we are in the Savior’s presence. 
Our low-spirited existence and poor 
vitality is due to the fact that we are 
not living “before His face,” for “in 
Thy presence is fullness of joy.” You 
cannot look into the eyes of Jesus 
Christ and still go on distrusting or 
mistrusting Him.
